ACT OF INCORPORATION 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE NATIONAL EDUCATION ASSOCIATION 

OF THE UNITED STATES 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in 

Congress assembled: 

Section i. That the following named persons, who are now officers and directors 
and trustees of the National Educational Association, a corporation organized in the 
year eighteen hundred and eight-six, under the Act of General Incorporation of the 
Revised Statutes of the District of Columbia, viz.: Nathan C. Schaeffer, ^Eliphalet Oram 
Lyte,*JohnW.Lansinger, of Pennsylvania; IsaacW.

or may. hereafter be associated with them as ofi&cers or members of said Association, are 
hereby incorporated and declared to be a body corporate of the District of Columbia 
by the name of the "National Education Association of the United States," and by that 
name shall be known and have perpetual succession with the powers, limitations, and 
restrictions herein contained. 

Sec. 3. That the purpose and object of the said corporation shall be to elevate the 
character and advance the interests of the profession of teaching and to promote the cause 
of education in the United States. This corporation shall include the National Council of 
Education and the following departments, and such others as may hereafter be created by 
organization or consolidation, to wit: the Departments, first, of Superintendence; second, 
of Normal Schools; third, of Elementary Education; fourth, of Higher Education; fifth, 
of Manual Training; sixth, of Art Education; seventh, of Kindergarten Education; eighth, 
of Music Education; ninth, of Secondary Education; tenth, of Business Education; 
eleventh, of Child Study; twelfth, of Phjrsical Education; thirteenth, of Natural Science 
Instruction; fourteenth, of School Administration; fifteenth, the Library Department; 
sixteenth, of Special Education; seventeenth, of Indian Education; the powers and duties 
and the number and names of these departments and of the National Council of Educa- 
tion may be changed or abolished at the pleasure of the corporation, as provided in its 
by-laws. 

Sec. 3. That the said corporation shall further have power to have and to use a 
common seal, and to alter and change the same at its pleasure; to sue or to be sued in any 
court of the United States, or other court of competent jurisdiction; to make by-laws not 
inconsbtent with the provisions of this act or of the Constitution of the United States; 
to take or receive, whether by gift, grant, devise, bequest, or purchase, any real or personal 
estate, and to hold, grant, convey, hire, or lease the same for the purposes of its incorpora- 
tion; and to accept and administer any trust of real or personal estate for any educational 
purpose within the objects of the corporation. 
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Sec. 4. That all real property of the corporation within the District of Columbia, 
which shall be used by the corporation for the educational or other purposes of the corpora- 
tion as aforesaid, other than the purposes of producing income, and all personal property 
and funds of the corporation held, used, or invested for educational purposes aforesaid, 
or to produce income to be used for such purposes, shall be exempt from taxation; 
provided^ however, That this exemption shall not apply to any property of the corporation 
which shall not be used for, or the income of which shall not be applied to, the educational 
purposes of the corporation; and, provided further^ That the corporation shall annually 
file, with the Conmussioner of Education of the United States, a report in writing, stating 
in detail the property, real and personal, held by the corporation, and the expenditure 
or other use or disposition of the same, or the income thereof, during the preceding year. 

Sec. 5. That the membenhip of the said corporation shall consist of three classes of 
members — viz., active, associate, and corresponding — whose qualifications, terms of 
membership, rights, and obligations shall be prescribed by the by-laws of the corporation. 

Sec. 6. That the officers of the said corporation shall be a President, twelve ^ce- 
Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, a Board of Directors, an Executive Committee, and 
a Board of Trustees. 

The Board of Directors shall consist of the President, the First Vice-President, the Sec- 
retary, the Treasurer, the chairman of the Board of Trustees, and one additional member 
from each state, territory, or district, to be elected by the active memben for the term of 
one year, or until their successors are chosen, and of all life directors of the National Edu- 
cational Association. The United States Commissioner of Education, and all former 
Presidents of the said Association now living, and all future Presidents of the Association 
hereby incorporated, at the close of their respective terms of office, shall be members of 
the Board of Directors for life. The Board of Directors shall have power to fill all vacancies 
in their own body; shall have in charge the general interests of the corporation, excepting 
those herein intrusted to the Board of Trustees; and shall possess such other powers as 
shall be conferred upon them by the by-laws of the corporation. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of five members, as foUows: the President of 
the Association, the First Vice-President, the Treasurer, the Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, and a member of the Association, to be chosen annually by the Board of Direc- 
tors, to serve one year. The said conmiittee shall have authority to represent, and to act 
for the Board of Directors in the intervals between the meetings of that body, to the extent 
of carrying out the legislation adopted by the Board of Directors under general directions 
as may be given by said board. 

Tlie Board of Trustees shall consist of four members, elected by the Board of Directors 
for the term of four years, and the President of the Association, who shall be a member 
ex officio during his term of office. At the first meeting of the Board of Directors, held 
during the annual meeting of the Association at which they were elected, they shall elect 
one trustee for the term of four years. All vacancies occurring in said Board of Trustees, 
whether by resignation or otherwise, shall be filled by the Board of Directors for the unex- 
pired term; and the absence of a trustee from two successive annual meetings of the board 
shall forfeit his membership. 

Sec. 7. That the invested fund now known as the " Permanent Fund of the National 
Educational Association," when transferred to the corporation hereby created, shall be 
held by such corporation as a Permanent Fund and shall be in charge of the Board of Trus- 
tees, who shall provide for the safekeeping and investment of such fund, and of all other 
funds which the corporation may receive by donation, bequest, or devise. No part of the 
principal of such Permanent Fund or its accretions shall be expended, except by a two- 
thirds vote of the active members of the Association present at any annual meeting, upon 
the recommendation of the Board of Trustees, after such recommendation has been 
approved by vote of the Board of Directors, and after printed notice of the proposed 
expenditure has been mailed to all active members of the Association. The income of the 
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Permanent Fund shall be used only to meet the cost of maintaining the oiganization of 
the Association and of publishing its annual volume of Proceedings^ unless the tenns of the 
donation, bequest, or devise shall otherwise specify, or the Board of Directors shall other- 
wise order. It shall also be the duty of the Board of Trustees to issue orders on the Tteas- 
urer for the pasrment of all bills approved by the Board of Directors, or by the President and 
Secretary of the Association acting under the authority of the Board of Directors. When 
practicable, the Board of Trustees shall invest, as part of the Permanent Fund, all surplus 
ftmds exceeding five hundred dollars that shall remain in the hands of the Treasurer after 
paying the expenses of the Association for the previous year, and providing for the fixed 
expenses and for all appropriations made by the Board of Directors for the ensuing year. 

The Board of Trustees shall elect the Secretary of the Association, who shall also be 
secretary of the Executive Committee, and shall fix the compensation and the term of his 
office for a period not to exceed four years. 

Sec. 8. That the principal office of the said coiporation shall be in the city of Wash- 
ington, District of Columbia; prodded. That the meetings of the corporation, its officers, 
committees, and departments, may be held, and that its business may be transacted, and 
an office or offices may be maintained, elsewhere, within the United States, as may be 
determined, by the Board of Directors, or otherwise in accordance with the by-laws. 

Sec. 9. That the charter, constitution, and by-laws of the National Educational 
Association shall continue in full force and effect until the charter granted by this act shall 
be accepted by such Association at the next annual meeting of the Association, and until 
new by-laws shall be adopted; and that the present officers, directors, and trustees of said 
Association shall continue to hold office and perform their re^)ective duties as such until 
the expiration of terms for which they were severally elected or appointed, and until 
their successors are elected. That at such annual meeting the active members of the 
National Educational Association, then present, may organize and proceed to accept the 
charter granted by this act and adopt by-laws, to elect officers to succeed those whose 
terms have expired or are about to expire, and generally to organize the *' National Educa- 
tion Association of the United States"; and that the Board of Trustees of the coiporation 
hereby incorporated shall thereupon, if the charter granted by this act be accepted, receive, 
take over, and enter into possession, custody, and management of all property, real and 
personal, of the corporation heretofore known as the National Educational Association, 
incorporated as aforesaid, under the Revised Statutes of the District of Columbia and 
all its rights, contracts, claims, and property of every kind and nature whatsoever, and 
the several officers, directors, and trustees of such last-named Association, or any other 
person having chaige of any of the securities, funds, books, or property thereof, real or 
personal, shall on demand deliver the same to the proper officers, directors, or trustees 
of the corporation hereby created. Prauided, That a verified certificate executed by the 
presiding officer and secretary of such annual meeting, showing the acceptance of the 
charter granted by this act by the National Educational Association, shall be legal evidence 
of the fact, when filed with the Recorder of Deeds of the District of Columbia; and, pro- 
vided further, That in the event of the failure of the Association to accept the charter 
granted by this act at said annual meeting then the charter of the National Educational 
Association and its corporate existence shall be and are hereby extended until the thirty- 
first day of July, nineteen hundred and eight, and at any time before said date its charter 
may be extended in the manner and form provided by the general corporation law of the 
District of Columbia, 

Sec. 10. That the rights of creditors of the said existing corporation, known as the 
National Educational Association, shall not in any manner be unpaired by the passage 
of this act, or the transfer of the property heretofore mentioned, nor shall any liability or 
obligation, or the payment of any sum due or to become due, or any claim or demand, 
in any manner, or for any cause existing against the said existing corporation, be released 
or unpaired; and the corporation hereby incorporated b declared to succeed to the obli- 
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gations and liabilities, and to be held liable to pay and diacbaige all of the debts, liabilities, 
and contracts of the said corporation so existing, to the same effect as if such new corpora- 
tion had itself incurred the obligation or liability to pay such debt or damages, and no 
action or proceeding before any court or tribunal shall be deemed to have abated or been 
discontinued by reason of this act. 

Sec. II. That Congress may from time to time alter, repeal, or modify this act of 
incorporation, but no contract or individual right made or acquired shall thereby be 
divested or impaired. 

Approved June 30, 1906. 

Accepted and adopted as the constitution of the National Education Association of 
the United States by the active members of the National Educational Association in annual 
session at Los Angeles, California, July 10, 1907. 
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(Amended at meeting of active members held in New York City, July 7, 1916) 

ARTICLE I— MEMBERSHIP 

Section i. Teachers, others actively engaged in educational work, and educational 
institutions as defined in Section 2, may become active members of the National Education 
Association of the United States upon the payment of an enrolment fee of two dollars 
and the annual dues for the current year. 

Sec. a. Educational institutions shall include schools, school boards, library 
boards, educational publishers, and such clubs and similar organizations as are distinctly 
educational or have educational departments properly organized with a definite member- 
ship. 

Sec. 3. Educational institutions as defined in Section a may be enroled as active 
members and represented by any person regularly connected with or a member of the 
institution, and such representative may exercise all the rights and enjoy all the privileges 
of active membership, including the right to vote at business meetings; providedf That 
such representative presents a certificate showing that the person named therein has been 
regularly elected as such representative of the faculty or membership of such institution; 
but no person shall under any circumstances have the right to cast more than one* 
vote. 

Sec. 4. The annual dues of active members are two dollars, which shall be paid 
at the time of the annual meeting of the Association, or shall be sent to the Secretary 
before November i of each year. An active member may discontinue his member- 
ship by giving written notice to the Secretary before November i. An active member 
forfeits his membership by being two years ia arreais. Those who have forfeited or 
discontinued their membership may exercise the option of renewing the same by paying 
all arrears and getting the publisht Proceedings of the intervening years, or of becoming 
members on the same terms as new members. Active members shall be entitled to the 
publisht Proceedings without coupon or other conditions. 

Sec. 5. All life-members and life-directors shall be denominated active members, 
and shall have all the rights and privileges of such members without the payment of the 
annual dues. 

Sec. 6. The right to vote and to hold office in the Association or the departments 
is open to all active members whose dues are paid; the right to vote and hold office in 
the Council is open to members of the Council whose dues are paid. 

Sec. 7. Any person may become an associate member for one year by paying a 
membership fee of two dollars. 
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Sec. 8. Eminent educators not residing in America may be elected, by the Board 
of Directors, corresponding members. The number of corresponding members shall at 
no time exceed fifty. They shall not pay any dues. 

Sec. 9. The names of active and corre^Mnding members shall be printed in the 
publisht Proceedings, or the Yearbook of the Association, with their respective educa- 
tional titles, offices, and addresses. 

ARTICLE n— ELECTION OF OFFICERS 

Section i. The President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Directors of the 
National Education Association of the United States shall be chosen by the active 
members of the Association by ballot, at their annual business meeting, a majority of 
the votes cast being necessary for a choice. They shall continue in office until the close 
of the annual meeting subsequent to their election, and until their successors are chosen, 
except as herein provided. The Secretary and the Treasurer shall enter upon their 
duties at a date which shall be determined by the Board of Trustees and which shall 
not be later than the first of Octob^ and shall continue in office during the terms for 
which they are separately chosen and until their successors are duly elected. 

ARTICLE in— DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

Section i. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Association, and 
shall perform the duties usually devolving upon the chief executive of such an association. 
In his absence, the ranking Vice-President who is present shall preside; and in the absence 
of all Vice-Presidents a chairman ^0 tempore shall be elected. The President shall 
prepare the program for the general sessions of the annual meeting of the Association, 
and, with the approval of the Executive Committee, shall determine the time and place 
of the general meeting of the Association and of the various departments not definitely 
fixt by these by-laws, and shall have the power to require such changes to be made in 
the programs of the Council and the departments as will promote the interest of the 
annual meeting. The President shall be a member ex officio of the Board of Trustees and 
chairman of the Board of Directors and of the Executive Committee. He shall sign all 
bills approved for payment by the Board of Directors, and all bills approved or authorized 
by the Executive Committee between the meetings of the Board of Directors. On the 
expiration of his term of office as President, he shall become first Vice-President for the 
^uing year, and shall be chairman ex officio of the Committee on Publication. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall keq) a full and accurate record of the proceedings of 
the general meetings of the Association and all meetings of the Board of Directors and 
of the Executive Committee, shall conduct the business of the Association as provided 
in the articles of incorporation and the by-laws, and, in all matters not definitely pre- 
scribed therein, shall be under the direction of the Executive Committee, and, in the 
absence of direction by the Executive Conunittee, shall be under the direction of the 
President, and shall receive or collect all moneys due the Association and pay the same 
each month to the Treasurer, shall countersign all bills approved for pajrment by the 
Board of Directors, or by the Executive Conunittee in the interval between the meetings 
of the Board of Directors, or on the approval of the President acting imder .authority of 
the Board of Directors, or Executive Conunittee. The Secretary shall have his records 
present at all meetings of the active members of the Association, of the Board of Directors, 
and of the Executive Conunittee. He shall keep a list of members as required by Section 9 
of Article I of these by-laws and shall revise said list annually. He shall be secretary of 
the Board of Directors, and a member of the Conunittee on Publication. He shall be the 
custodian of all the property of the Association not in charge of the Treasurer and 
the Board of Trustees. He shall give such bond for the faithful performance of his 
duties as may be required by the Board of Trustees. He shall submit his annual report 
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to the Executive Committee not later than July i prior to the annual meeting of the 
Association, which report shall be transmitted to the Board of Directors at its annual 
meeting. At the expiration of his term of office, he shall transfer to his successor all 
money, books; and other property in his possession belonging to the Association. The 
Secretary shall not print, publish, nor distribute any official report or other document 
without the approval of the publication committee. 

Sec. 3. llie Treasurer shall receive from the Secretary and under the direction of 
the Board of Trustees shall hold in safekeeping all moneys paid to the Association; shall 
pay the same only upon the order of the Board of Trustees; shall notify the President of 
the Association and the Chairman of the Board of Trustees whenever the surplus funds 
in his possession exceed five hundred dollars; shall keep an exact account of his receipts 
and expenditures, with vouchers for the latter; and said accounts, ending on the thirtieth 
day of June of each year, he shall render to the Executive Conunittee not later than 
July I, and when approved by said committee they shall be transmitted by the com- 
mittee to the Board of Directors at the first regular meeting of the board held during the 
week of the annual meeting and to the active members at their annual business meeting. 
The Treasurer shall give such bond for the faithful performance of his duties as may be 
required by the Board of Trustees. At the expiration of his term of office, he shall 
transfer to his successor all mone3rs, books, and other property in his possession belong- 
ing to the Association. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Directors shall elect corresponding members as prescribed 
by Section 8 of Article I of these by-laws, shall elect members of the National Council 
of Education as provided in Section 3 of Article IV of these by-laws, shall have power 
to fill all vacancies in its own body and in the Board of Trustees; shall recommend to 
the Executive Committee the place for holding the annual meeting of the Association, 
the Council of Education, and the departments. The Board of Directors shall approve 
all biUs incurred under authority of the Board of Directors, the Executive Committee, 
or the President and Secretary acting imder the authority of the Board of Directors or 
Executive Committee, shall appropriate from the current funds of the year the amounts 
of money ordered by the active members at their annual business meeting for the work 
of all special committees of research and investigation authorized and provided for by such 
active members at their axmual business meeting, shall make a full report of the financial 
condition of the Association (including the reports of the Secretary, the Treasurer, and 
the Board of Trustees) to the active members at their aimual business meeting, and shall 
do all in its power to make the Association a useful and honorable institution. 

Sec. 5. The Executive Committee shall assbt the presiding officer in arranging 
for the time and place of the annual meeting of the Association, of the National Council 
of Education, and of the various departments. 

The Executive Committee shall recommend to active members at their aimual 
business meeting the appointment of special committees for investigation or research, 
the subjects for which may have been suggested by the National Council or by the active 
membership of the National Education Association or by any of its departments; it 
shall recommend the amount of money to be appropriated for such investigations. When 
such special committees are provided for and duly authorized by the active members at 
their annual business meeting, the Executive Committee shall have general supervision 
of them, shall receive and consider all reports made by them, and shall print such reports, 
and present the same, together with the reports received from the Secretary, the Treasurer, 
and the Board of Trustees and the reconunendations of the Executive Committee thereon, 
to the active members at their annual business meeting. All such special committees 
shall be appointed by the President of the National Education Association. 

The Executive Committee shall fill all vacancies occurring in the body of officers 
of the Association except vacancies in the Board of Directors, Board of Trustees, and the 
office of Secretary. 
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Sec. 6. The Board of Trustees shall require of the Secretary and Treasurer bonds 
of such amount as may be determined by said board for the faithful performance of their 
duties, shall make a full report of the finances of the Association to the Executive Com- 
mittee not later than July i prior to the annual meeting of the Association, which report 
shall be transmitted by the Executive Committee to the Board of Directors at the first 
regular meeting of the board held during the week of the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion. It shall choose anniudly its own chairman and secretary. 

ARTICLE IV— THE NATIONAL COUNCIL OF EDUCATION 

Section z. The National Council of Education shall discuss educational questions 
of public and professional interest; propose to the Executive Committee, from time to 
time, suitable subjects for investigation and research; have a report made at its annual 
meeting on "Educational Progress during the Past Year"; and in other ways use its 
best efforts to further the objects of the Association and to promote the cause of education 
in general. 

Sec. 2. The National Council of Education shall consist of one hundred and 
twenty regular members, selected from the active membership of the National Education 
Association. Any active member of the Association is eligible to membership in the 
Council, and each member shall be elected for six years and until his successor is elected. 

Sec. 3. The annual election of members of the Council shall be held at the time 
of the annual meeting of the Association. The Board of Directors of the Association 
shall annually elect ten members and the Council ten members, and each body shall 
fill all vacancies in its quota of members. No state, territory, nor district in the United 
States shall have at one time more than seven regular members in the Council. 

Sec. 4. The annual meeting of the Council shall be held during the week of the 
annual meeting of the Association. 

Sec. 5. The absence of a regular member from two successive annual meetings 
of the Council shall be considered equivalent to his resignation of membership. Persons 
whose regular membership in the Council has expired shall be denominated honorary 
members of the Council during the time of their active membership in the Association 
with the privilege of attending the regular sessions of the Council and participating in its 
discussions. A member who discontinues or forfeits his active membership in the Asso- 
ciation forfeits his membership in the Council. 

Sec. 6. The officers of the Council shall consist of a president, a vice-president, 
a secretary, and such standing committees as may be prescribed by its by-laws, all of 
whom shall be regular members of the Council. The Secretary of the Council shall, in 
addition to performing the duties pertaining to his office, furnish the Secretary of the 
Association a copy of the proceedings of the Council for publication. 

Sec. 7. The National Council of Education is hereby authorized to adopt by-laws 
for its government not inconsistent with the act of incorporation or the by-laws of the 
Association; provided t That such by-laws be submitted to, and approved by, the Board 
of Directors of the Association before they shall become operative. 

Sec. 8. The powers and duties of the Council may be changed or the Council 
abolisht upon a two-thirds vote of the Association taken at the annual business meeting 
of the Association; provided, That notice of the proposed action has been given at the 
preceding annual business meeting of the Association. 

ARTICLE V— DEPARTMENTS 

SEcnoN I. The following departments are now (1914) in existence, to wit: The 
departments, first, of Superintendence; second, of Normal Schools; third, of Elementary 
Education; fourth, of Higher Education; fifth, of Vocational Education and Practical 
Arts; sixth, of Kindergarten Education; seventh, of Music Education; eighth, of 
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Secondary Education; ninth, of Business Education; tenth, of Child Hygiene; eleventh, 
of Physical Education; twelfth, of Science Instruction; thirteenth, of School Administra- 
tion; fourteenth, the Library Department; fifteenth, of Special Education; sixteenth, 
of School Patrons; seventeenth, of Rural and Agricultural Education; eighteenth, of 
Classroom Teachers; nineteenth, for the Promotion of the Wider Use of Schoolhouses; 
twentieth, of Educational Publications. 

Sec. 2. The active members of the Association, and no others, are members of each 
department of the Association. 

Sec. 3. Each department shall hold its annual meeting at the time and place of 
the annual meeting of the Association, except the Department of Superintendence, which 
may hold its annual meeting in February of each year, or at such other time as may be 
determined by said department, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors of the 
Association. 

Sec. 4. The object of the meetings of the departments shall be the discusdon of 
questions pertaining to their respective fields of educational work. The programs 
of these meetings shall be prepared by the respective presidents in conference with, and 
under the general direction of, the President of the Association. Each department shall 
be limited to two sessions, with formal programs, unless otherwise ordered by the Presi- 
dent of the Association, except that a third session for business or informal round-table 
conference may be held at the discretion of the department officers. 

Sec. 5. The officers of each department shall consist of a president, a vice-president, 
and a secretary, who shall be elected at the last formal session of the department to serve 
one year and until their successors are duly elected, and who shall, at the time of their 
election, be active members of the Association. In case there is a vacancy in the office 
of president of any of the departments, it shall be filled by an appointment made by the 
President of the Association. Any other departmental vacancy shall be filled by appoint- 
ment made by the president of the department. 

Sec. 6. The secretary of each department shall, in addition to performing the 
duties usually pertaining to his office, furnish the Secretary of the Association a dopy of 
the proceedings of the meetings of the department for publication. 

Sec. 7. All departments shall have equal rights and privileges, with the exception 
stated in Section 3 of this article. They shall be named in Section x of this article in the 
order of their establishment and shall be dropt from the list when discontinued. Each 
department may be governed by its own regulations in so far as they are not inconsistent 
with the act of incorporation or these by-laws. 

Sec. 8. A new department may be establisht by a two-thirds vote of the Board of 
Directors taken at a regular meeting of the board or by a two-thirds vote of the active 
members at any annual business meeting; provided, That a written application for said 
department, with title and purpose of the same, shall have been made at the regular 
meeting of the board next preceding the one at which action is taken, or at the preceding 
annual business meeting, by at least twenty-five members engaged or interested in the 
field of labor in the interest of which the department is purposed to be establisht. A 
department already establisht may be discontinued by the Board of Directors upon a 
two-thirds vote taken at a regular meeting, or by a two-thirds vote of the active members 
at any business meeting of the active members; pranded. That announcement has been 
made of the proposed action at a regular meeting of the board the preceding year, or at 
the preceding annual business meeting. A department shall be discontinued when it 
fails to hold a regular meeting for two successive years. 

ARTICLE VI— COMMITTEES 

Section i. On the first day of each annual meeting of the Association, unless 
appointment has already been made, the President shall appoint a Committee on 
Resolutions, consbting of seven active members, and a Conmiittee on Necrology, 
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consisting of five active members, and on the third day of such meeting he shall 
appoint a Committee on Nominations, consisting of one active member from each 
state, territory, and district represented at the meeting. Each state, territorial, and 
district representative shall be appointed on the nomination of the active members in 
attendance from said state, territory, or district; provided, That three or more active 
members participate in said nomination in accordance with these by-laws; and 
pfomded further, That in case of the failure of the active members of any state, territory, 
or district to nominate a member of the nominating conmiittee in accordance with these 
by-laws, the President shall appoint an active member from said state, territory, or dis- 
trict, to serve on said committee. At the regular meeting of the Board of Directors on 
the first day of the annual meeting, the President shall appoint an Auditing Conmiittee 
consisting of three active members of the Association, no one of whom shall be either a 
trustee or adirector; to this committee shall be referred the report of the expert account- 
ant, together with the communication of the President transmitting the same, as provided 
in Section 6 of this article; and the committee shall report its findings at the meeting of 
active members. The chairman of each of the foregoing conmiittees shall be designated 
by the President of the Association at the time of its appointment. 

Sec. 2. The meetings of active members present from the several states, territories, 
etc., to nominate members of the nominating committee shall be held on the first day of 
the annual meeting of the Association, at such time and places as shall be designated 
on the annual program by the President of the Association. 

Sec. 3. The Conmiittee on Nominations shall meet on the fourth day of the annual 
meeting at 9:00 a.m., at a place designated by the President of the Association, and shall 
nominate persons for the following offices in the Association, to wit: one person for Presi- 
dent, eleven persons for Vice-Presidents, one person for Treasurer, and one person from 
each state, territory, and district in the United States as a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors. It shall report to the active members at their annual business meeting. 

Sec. 4. The Committee on Resolutions shall report at the annual business meeting 
of active members, and, except by unanimous consent, aU resolutions shall be referred to 
said committee, without discussion. This committee shall receive and consider all 
resolutions proposed by active members, or referred to it by the President; some time 
during the second day of the annual meeting of the Association the committee shall hold 
a meeting, at a place and time to be announst in the printed program, for the purpose 
of receiving proposed resolutions and hearing those who may wish to advocate them. 

Sec. 5. The Committee on Necrology shall prepare for the publisht Proceedings a 
list of the active and corresponding members that have died during the year, accom- 
panied by memorial sketches whenever practicable. 

Sec. 6. Within thirty days prior to the time of the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion, the President shall appoint a competent person, firm, or corporation licenst to do 
business as expert accoimtants; the accountants so appointed shall examine the accounts, 
I)apers, and vouchers of the Secretary, the Treasurer, and the Board of Trustees, and 
compare the same, and shall also examine the securities of the Permanent Fund held by 
the Board of Trustees. The report of the said accountants shall be filed with the Presi- 
dent before the opening day of the annual meeting of the Association, and shall be by 
him submitted with such comments as he may think proper, to the Board of Directors, 
at their meeting held on the first day of the annual meeting of the Association. 

ARTICLE VII~MEETINGS 

Section i. A stated meeting of the Association, of the Council of Education, and 
of each department shall be held annually at such time and place as shall be determined 
by the Board of Directors or the Executive Committee acting for the board in accordance 
with these by4aws. An annual meeting of the Association and its subordinate bodies 
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may be omitted for an extraordinary cause, upon the written consent of two-thirds of 
the directors of the Association, obtained by the Executive Committee. 

Sec. a. The annual meeting of the Association shall be held in July, beginning on 
a day determined by the Executive Committee. Two sessions shall be held daily, unless 
otherwise ordered by the President of the Association. The annual business meeting of 
the active members shall be held on the fifth day of the annual meeting at iz:oo ajc. 
A regular meeting of the Boazd of Directors shall be held on the first day of the annual 
meeting at 10:30 a.ic. The first regular meeting of the new Board of Directors shall be 
held as soon as practicable and within twenty-four hours after the dose of the last session 
of the annual meeting, the place and time of the meeting to be annoimst in the printed 
program. The Board of Trustees shall hold its annual meeting at some convenient 
time and immediately following the meeting of the new Board of Directors referred to 
above in this section. Special meetings of the trustees may be called by the chairman, 
and shall be called on request of the majority of the Board of Trustees. Due notice of 
all meetings of the Board of Trustees shall be given to every member of the board by 
the secretary thereof. 

ARTICLE Vm— PROCEEDINGS 

Section i. The proceedings of the meeting of the Association, the Council, and 
the departments shall be publisht under the direction of a committee consisting of the 
President, the First Vice-President, and the Secretary, the First Vice-President acting 
as chairman of the conunittee; provided, That in the opinion of the Executive Committee 
the funds of the Association warrant the publication. Each member of the Association 
shall be entitled to a copy of the Proceedings. Associate members must make written 
application to the Secretary on or before November i for a copy in order to obtain it. 
Corresponding members, and active members whose dues are paid, will receive the 
publisht Proceedings without written application. 

Sec. 2. No paper, lecture, nor address shall be read before the Association or any 
of the departments in the absence of its author, without the approval of the President 
of the Association or of the departments interested, nor shall any such paper, lecture, or 
address be publisht in the Proceedings, without the approval of the Executive Conmiittee. 

ARTICLE DC— ELECTIONS, QUORUM 

SEcnoN I. The certificate of membership, in connection with the official list of 
active members, shall be accepted as evidence that members are entitled to vote. 

Sec. 2. Representatives from twenty-five states and territories shall constitute 
a quorum in all meetings of active members and of the Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE X— APPROPRIATIONS 

Section x. Unless otherwise ordered by the active members at their annual busi- 
ness meeting, not less than zo per cent of the gross income of the Association each year 
shall be set aside for such educational investigations and studies as may be ordered in 
accordance with Section 5 of Article III. 

ARTICLE XI— AMENDMENTS 

Section z. These by-laws may be altered or amended at the annual business 
meeting of the active members by unanimous consent, or by a two-thirds vote of the 
active members present if the alteration or amendment shall have been substantially 
proposed in writing at the annual business meeting next preceding the one at which action 
is taken; due announcement of the proposed action shall be made in the annual publisht 
Proceedings.

FIFTH SESSION— Thursday Evening, July 12, 7:00 o'clock - 

Preliminary to the regular program, the Circuit Court of the State of Oregon for 

Multnomah County was in session for the purpose of final hearings on petitions for 

naturalization and administration of oath of allegiance. 

John P. Kavanaugh, presiding judge. 

Present: Thomas M. Hurlburt, sheriff of Multnomah County; Joseph W. Beveridge, 
clerk; John B. Easter, deputy clerk, and Samuel W. Poole, bailiff. 

The court was opened in due form by the sheriff. Five petitioners and their witnesses 
were sworn by the clerk and questioned under the direction of the court a:^ to their quali- 
fications by Naturalization Examiner Henry B. Hazard, Portland, Ore., representing the 
United States Bureau of Naturalization. These petitioners were students of the public 
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night schools of Portland, Ore., in which they had been trained for their' citizenship 
duties and responsibilities under the supervision of L. R. Aldermani superintendent of 
schools, and John C. Veatch, supervisor of night schools. The court admitted the peti' 
tioners as citizens upon their qualifying, also 136 other petitioners of various nationalities 
who were present and who had previously past their examinations before the court, 
subject to taking the oath of allegiance. Their wives and minor foreign-bom children^ 
present, derived citizenship thru the naturalization of husband and father. This hearing 
was made possible thru the desire of the court to aid the Bureau of Naturalization and the 
public-school authorities in the cooperative work for the better preparation of the prospec- 
tive citizens. 

Following the examination, James F. Ewing, vice-president, Oregon Society, Sons of 
the American Revolution, Portland, Ore., presented American flags to applicants for 
citizenship. John P. Kavanaugh, presiding judge, gave an address to the applicants. 
All of the petitioners renounat allegiance to foreign sovereignties and took the oath of 
allegiance to the United States, after which the audience and the petitioners, led by W. H. 
Boyer, of Portland, Ore., joined in singing "America'' and the "Star Spangled Banner."

President Aley presented the president-elect, Mary C. C. Bradford, state superintend- 
ent of public instruction, Denver, Colorado, who spoke as follows: 

I feel that the challenge of the present hour is more insistent and fundamental than 
has been heard by the world or the Association for many decades. The world crisis means 
the testing of democratic institutions as the product of democratic education. The 
great e3q;)eriment in human brotherhood, called "United States of America," can only 
survive m spirit and in truth if all the children of all the people are afforded the enrich- 
ment, discipline, and stimulus of a vital, potent, character-building education. 

Europe is suffering today from a war caused by a periectly organized educational 
system based upon absolutely false educational and sociological ideals. To turn the tide 
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of war in favor of the pec^les whose educational system has taught xtsptct for the indi- 
vidual, the sanctity of human life, equal and free opportunities for all, has become our 
great task. And in this mishty effort to win the war that shall end wars, the schools must 
play their part. ** The last line of defense," as President Wilson has called the educational 
organization of the country, must be kept intact, ready for all the varied forms of service 
that the world's stru^e must necessarily impose- upon each unit of our life. But fully 
as imperative as this is the task of so deepening, broadening, and strengthening our edu- 
cational vision and vitalizing our educational administration that the rebuilding of civili- 
zation, after the war-^torm shall have past, may receive its crowning contribution from 
the school world. 

To save dvHization thru the agency of the United States, a nation which is largely 
the product of the public schools, is the task of the present. To rebuild civilization across 
the sea in a fairer form and on a more enduring basb, is the mission of the future. Neither 
of these duties can be fulfilled unless we, the school people of the United States, realize 
our responsibility, dedicate ourselves to the work, assume the burden, and answer the 
call of the God of Nations with a glad response and the triumphant adiievement of willing 
service. 

Let us, the National Education Association, as the composite inteipretation of the 
educational thot and life of the country, offer ourselves to ^e President of the United 
States as a unit in the army of soldiers of the common good, to be used by him as the 
developing needs of our present mightv struggle may indicate, to the end that we may help 
to "come true" the mighty dream of humanbrotherhood thrown upon the screen of his- 
tory when this nation was bom. 

Let us Mck say in our hmrts, with our lips, and in our lives: "Lord God of Nations, 
here am I, what wouldst thou have me to dot" 

After brief remarks of thanks and appreciation, President Aley announst the adjourn- 
ment of the Convention.

MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF ACTIVE MEMBERS 
OF THE NATIONAL EDUCATION ASSOCIATION 

FOR THE YEAR 1916-17 

Portland, Ore., July 13, 1917 

The Assodation was called to order in the City Auditorium at 11:15 A.ic, with 
President Robert J. Aley in the chair. 

President Aley: Tlie annual business meeting of the National Education Asso- 
ciation will come to order. Let me ask that when any of you rise to make a motion or 
to speak you will please announce your name and state so that the official stenographer 
can make proper note of it. 

Some time ago I appointed a very competent committee to report at this meeting 
upon the decease of members. Owing to the conditions of the country this committee 
is not present. Their report will appear in the report of the convention in the Yearbook. 

The first order of business, then, will be the report of the Executive Committee. 
The secretary will make the report for the committee. 

Secretary Springer: Before presenting the report, permit me to say that the 
Executive Committee, in making recommendations, is always limited by the funds in 
sight. The enrolment at this meeting will be practically the same as the enrolment at 
the Salt Lake City meeting, which means that our appropriations for work this year must 
total practically the same as the appropriations for that year. From the requests that 
came before the Executive Conmiittee they therefore made their selection, bearing in 
mind two factors: First, certain committees were about ready to complete their work, 
and it was deemed wisest to give them what funds might be absolutely necessary in order 
that the work could be completed and the committee discharged. Secondly, there were 
some committees that, by reason of present conditions which are extraordinary, could 
very nearly as well, if not in some cases, better, defer their work for a year or two, and so 
very small appropriations were suggested for them, merely for the purpose of maintaining 
their organization. Another year appropriations for the purpose of actually carrying on 
the work can be made if the finances wimrant, as we hope they will, at that time. 

The Executive Committee presents the following report: 
To the Active Members of the National Education Association: 

As required by the By-Laws of this Asociation, your Executive Committee has 
carefully considered the requests for appropriations that have been presented by the 
chairmen of the various committees, both general and departmental. We believe that 
the Association should appropriate the amounts named to the following committees to 
be used by them during the year 191 7-18:

In making these appropriations, your comqxittee recommends that authority be 
given the Executive Conunittee for next year to assume temporary responsibility in 
deciding which expenditures are most important in the work of these various committees 
and also which expeiiditures shall be first authorized, if, in any case, it shall be impracti- 
cable for all such expenditures to be allowed. 

President Aley: You have heard the report. What shall be done with the report 
of the Executive Committee? 

A Membek: I move that it be adopted. 

A Meicbek: I second the motion. 

President Aley: It has been moved and seconded that the report be adopted. 
Is there anything to be said on the subject ? Are you ready to vote on the question ? 

AuoNA George, of Washington: I want to ask a question, as a matter of informa- 
tion merely. Why is it so important that the Committee on Organization should be 
given over one thousand dollars as an appropriation for this year when some of the other 
committees which seem just as vital, if not more vital, to the teaching profession right 
now, such as the Committee on Teachers' Salaries, Tenure, and Pensions which b dis- 
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posed of with an appropriation of fifty dollars, altho perhaps now it is not timely to take 
up that subject? I am wondering why one thousand dollars should be appropriated at 
such a time as this for the Committee on Organization^ when the other should recdve 
so much smaller an amount, because it seems to me that the timi*1in<>sa in one case should 
effect the timeliness of the other in about the same way. 

Ps£sn>£MT Aley: I would say that it was determined in part by the attitude of the 
coDunittee itself. The Committee on Tenure did not feel that much could be done at 
this time and the Committee on Organization, on the other hand, was very sure that 
much could be done in the coming year. Possibly the Secretary mi^t state briefly the 
facts about the Committee on Organization. 

Secsetaky Spxinger: I am wondering whether the Committee on Organization 
is fully imderstood. For three or four years there has been an increast sentiment in this 
Association that we should get into closer touch with our state organizations of teachers, 
and this last winter at Kansas City there was an unofficial meeting of representatives 
from the various state teachers' associations, as a result of which it appeared that there 
was a general sentiment to the effect that conditions were about right for attempting to 
do in the National Education Association what has been done in the American Medical 
Association and in the American Bar Association, and in the National Engineers' Society, 
luunely, secure an affiliated relation between the national body and the state bodies. 

The report of this committee, which will be presented later, is somewhat general, 
but it reacht certain conclusions which it would like to carry out this year. It is asking 
the state associations to appoint committees with a littie more power than last year, and 
it hopes a year hence to bring, not only to this Association, but to the various state 
associations, a method, following one or the other of the three societies named, which 
will result in the National Education Association greatiy extending its influence, because 
with a larger membership we shall have more money to appropriate for special com- 
mittees. In the case of the Committee on Tenure the conunittee itself was largely 
responsible for the size of that appropriation. 

PRESIDENT Aley: Is there anything further to be said? The motion before you 
is upon the adoption of the report of the Executive Committee. Those in favor of adopt- 
ing the report may signify it by saying "aye," those opposed "nay." The ayes have it, 
and the motion prevails. 

Secretary Springer: The Executive Committee also recommends that the Com- 
mittee on Federal Aid to Vocational Education and the Committee on Foreign Relations 
be discharged. 

President Aley: What shall be done with these two committees? You have 
heard the recommendation of the Executive Committee. 

A Member: I move the adoption of the recommendations. 

Another Member: I second the motion. 

President Aley: Is there anything to be said on the question? It has been 
moved and seconded that the Committee on Federal Aid to Vocational Education and 
the Conmiittee on Foreign Relations be discharged. Those in favor may say "Aye." 
Those opposed "Nay." The committees are discharged. 

Secretary Springer: The Executive Committee also recommends that the repre- 
sentation of the National Education Association upon the Joint Committee on Gram- 
matical Nomenclature be continued in order that they may cooperate in the work of 
that committee. 

President Aley: What will you do with the recommendation? 

On motion seconded and carried it was adopted. 

Secretary Springer: When the National Education Association past the resolu- 
tion naming eight words to be spelled in a reformed manner, it also past a resolution by 
which any person who desired could have his paper printed in the standard spelling. 
Last year the Association past another resolution still further reforming its speUing. 
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The Executive Committee believes that the Proceedings should be uniform in q[)elling and 
suggests that the resolution granting any author special privileges be rescinded unleaa 
the Association desires to rescind the resolutions by which reformed spellings were 
adopted. I think you can all of you see the necessity for having the articles in oar 
Proceedings spelled uniformly. 

Pkesident Aley: Two propositions are proposed by the Executive Committee. 
* They are alternative in form. The first one is that if the Association desires to con- 
tinue its approval of certain spellings that the resolution giving to authors of fiapcxs the 
right to avoid these spellings be rescinded. The alternative is that the Association 
rescind its order for the special spellings. This calls for a motion. 

A Membek: In the interests of efficiency I move that the simjdified spelling be 
adopted and that the report in that respect be made uniform. 

President Aley: You move, in other words, that the resolution granting thb 
special privilege to authors be rescinded by the Association? 

A Member: Yes. 

President Aley: I hear a second to the motion. Are you ready for the question 
or is there anything to be said on the subject ? The motion is that the resolution of some 
years ago permitting authors of papers the right to spell in the old way be rescinded. 
Are you ready to vote ? 

Shelton Phillips, of Florida: I amend that motion by giving authority to the 
author of any paper who does not approve of this form of spelling the privilege of making 
a footnote directing attention to the fact that this spelling is in conformity with a pro- 
vision made by the National Education Association and not because of his personal 
choice. 

President Aley: Is there a second to the amendment? 

A Member: I second it. 

President Aley: It has been moved and seconded that the motion be amended 
so that authors may have the privilege of expressing in a footnote that the spelling is in 
conformity with the rules of the Association, but not of their personal selection. The 
vote i§ upon the amendment. Those that are in favor of the amendment may so vote. 
Those that are opposed. Hie nays seem to have it. The nays have it. A division is 
called for. Those in favor of the amendment may stand. Those opposed may stand 
now. It is not necessary to count them. The amendment is lost The question is now 
upon the original motion. The motion prevails. 

President Aley: The next order of business is the report of the Board of Trustees, 

» 

which will be presented by Chairman Pearse. 
Carroll G. Pearse, of Wisconsin: 

There is very little to be said with reference to the report of the Board of Trustees 
for the present year. You will find listed in thb printed report, which I hope each of 
you will take with you and look over as you have Uie opportunity, the statement of the 
income and a statement of the disbursements of the income from our permanent invest- 
ments. Also you will find a statement of the expenditures on account of capital. There 
is a list of the securities sJiowing the different kinds of bonds and the amount of each. 
There is a showing of the actu^, that is, the face, value of these securities, and of the 
book value of eadb. The only things which it is desired to call your attention to are 
these: First, that during the year the income of the Association was larger than it has 
been for several years past, and it was possible to make further investments amounting 
to eleven thousand five hundred dollars ($11,500.00), and that the invested permanent 
funds of the National Education Association are today on the book value of the securities 
two himdred thousand dollars ($200,000.00). 

Second, that near the close of the year, Liberty bonds became available as an invest- 
ment, and while these bonds do not pay as large a return on the investment as some other 
bonds which could be purchast, yet the Trustees have felt that it was iust and ri^ht for 
this Association to use such funds as might become available during the year for mvest- 
ment in Liberty bonds. Since the Liberty bonds became available this has been done, 
and it is the purpose of the Trustees, as I understand it, that any funds which become 
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available will be reinvested in bonds of the United States, ordinarily spoken of as Liberty 
bonds. Beyond this the Trustees have nothing further to report. 

President Aley: What shall be done with the report of the Board of Trustees ? 

A Meicber: t move its adoption. 

A Member: I second the motion. 

President Aley: It has been moved and seconded that the report of the Board 
of Trustees be adopted. Is there anything to be said ? Those in favor of that motion 
may signify it by saying ''Aye.'' Those opposed ''Nay.*' The motion prevails. The 
report is adopted. We will now hear the report of the Treasurer. 

Thomas E. Finegan, of New York: The Treasurer's report has also been printed 
and copies have been distributed. I shall not, therefore, read it. If there is anyone 
present who desires information in connection with any transaction it will be given. 
Your attention is called to the fact that there is a balance of four thousand one hundred 
and eighty-seven dollars and ten cents in the treasury ($4187 . 10) and that there is also 
the sum of one thousand dollars ($1000) in the hands of the Secretary for commercial 
exhibits. 

President Aley: Are there any questions with regard to the Treasurer's report ? 
If not what will you do with it? 

A Member: I move its adoption. 

Another Member: I second the motion. 

President Aley: It has been moved and seconded that the report of the Treasurer 
be adopted. Is there anything to be said upon the motion? Those in favor of the 
motion signify it by saying "Aye." Those opposed "Nay." The motion prevails and 
the report is adopted. 

We will now hear the report of the Auditing Committee, which is in the hands of 
the Secretary who will read it at this time. 

Secretary Springer: 

We, the imdersigned, have examined the report of the examination of accoimts of 
the Board of Trustees for the year July i, 19 16, to June 30, 19 17, made by Walton, 
Joplin, Langer & Co., certified public accountants, CMcago, Dl., and the report of the 
examination of the accounts of the Secretary and Treasurer made by HoUis, Tilton & 
Porte, certified public accountants, Detroit, Mich., and find that the printed reports are 
in conformity with the reports of the auditors.

President Aley: It might not be understood by all of you that our By-Laws 
require the appointment of an auditing committee of three active members, none of whom 
shall be officers of the Association. Such a committee was appointed and the personnel 
of the committee was as read, and that committee makes the report which you have 
heard. What will you do with the report ? 

A Member: I move its reception and adoption. 

Another Member: I second the motion. 

President Aley: It has been moved and seconded that the report of the Auditing 
Committee be received and adopted. Any question or discussion on that motion? 
Those in favor of the motion may signify it by sa3ring "Aye." Those opposed say " Nay." 
The motion prevails and the report of the Auditing Committee is adopted. 

Is there any unfinisht business ? 

Secretary Springer: A year ago notice was given by the Executive Committee 
that at this meeting a proposal would be made to amend Section 3 of Artide III, changing 
the date of the fiscal year from June 30 to May 31. At present we have to close our 
books on June 30 to get them ready for the meeting, which sometimes begins on the 
second day of July, and it is extremely awkward. 
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PRESIDENT Aley: The matter before you for action is upon the amendment pro- 
posed one year ago to the By-Laws. The amendment changes the date of the fiscal year 
to May 31. If it meets with your approval, in the future your year will begin June z and 
end May 31. Is that clear? What shall be done with the proposed amendment? 

Homer H. See&ley, of Iowa: I move the adoption of the amendment proposed by 
the Executive Committee. 

A MEiiBER: I second the motion. 

PRE3IDENT Aley: Is there any discussion? 

Ella Flagg Young, of Illinois: Why don't you make your fiscal year the fiscal 
year that is recognized in all banks and in almost all organizations outside of schools ? 
Why can't they have it begin and run from January i to December 31 ? I would like to 
be informed as to that. This may not be the place or time to ask for information. 

President Aley: I presume the main facts determining the reconunendation as 
to the change are these: that a report made December 31 would, of course, have to wait 
six months for action by this body unless the time of the annual meeting is changed. I 
agree with what has been said about the usual fiscal year, but its possibilities here are 
not the same. The federal government terminates some of its fiscal years at various 
times so that the difference is not confined to our Association by any means. Is there 
any other discussion or are there any further questions ? Those in favor of adopting this 
amendment may signify it by saying "Aye." Those opposed "Nay." The motion pre- 
vails and the amendment is adopted. 

Secretary Springer: There was another amendment proposed, but it was laid 
on the table a year ago because of the fact that we had a Committee on Organization. 
It was not deemed wise to take action upon it until the committee presented its report. 
If it is the will of the members it will remain on the table for another year pending the 
report of the Committee on Organization. 

President Aley: Is there any objection to taking this action since we have a 
committee working on that very point ? I hear no objection. There being none it will 
lay on the table. 

Secretary Springer: A year ago there were two petitions presented to the Asso- 
ciation for the establishment of two new departments. Under the Constitution and 
By-Laws departments are establisht as the result of petitions, signed by twenty-five 
active members, which have been before the Association for the period of at least one 
year. One of the petitions reads: 

We, the undersigned, active members of the National Education Association, petition 
that the Conference of Deans of Women be incorporated as a Department of the National 
Education Association. 

The Deans of Women have carried on meetings for two years and have met with us 
as an aflSliated body. The petition is signed by the requisite number of active members. 
The other petition reads: 

We, the undersigned, feel that the solution of the penmanship problem in the schools — 
the elementary, secondary, and teacher-training — would be greatly simplified by the 
cooperation of the National Education Association. Therefore we respectfully petition 
that a department be created to that end, said department to have the same rignts and 
privileges as those already in existence. Further, we suggest that this be known as the 
Department of Penmanship. 

This is signed by the requisite number of active members. 

President Aley: What shall be done with the first request from the Council of 
the Deans of Women ? 

A Member: I move the creation of the department. 

Another Member: I second the motion. 
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PsESiDENT Aley: It has been moved and seconded that we act favorably upon the 
petition for the establishment of a department to be known as the Department of Deans 
of Women. Is there anything to be said on the motion ? 

Mr. Peakse: There is one thing I wish to suggest. I do not want to dictate to 
our sisters in this matter, but it occurs to me that in the title for their department it 
might be made more inclusive. There are other women in administrative work — other 
than deans of women. If it were made a Department of Administrative Women it might 
answer a wider purpose. 

Rhoda M. Whtfe, of Washington: The organization that has askt for admission 
as a department to be known as Deans of Women does not include any other adminis- 
trative women. It is the National Conference of Deans of Women of Higher Education, 
rather formidable, but definite. A laiger organisation would not be the department 
petitioning. 

President Aley: Is there anything further to be said about the motion ? 

Mr. Seerley: I would like to raise a point. Any of the members of this Associa- 
tion can go into the meeting of any department and vote and participate in the business 
pertaining to it. It takes away from the present organization the control of the society 
and it would put them upon a par with the rest of the divisions so that any person attend- 
ing would be a voter. Is that true ? 

President Aley: It is exactly true. 

Secretary Springer:* The amendment that b before us awaiting the report of 
the Committee on Organization provides that the right to vote and hold office shall be 
restricted to the department indicated by the member when paying annual dues. 

Mr. Pearse: Well, then, doesn't this absolutely destroy the purpose of this organi- 
zation by allowing the opening up of their offices to others than the ones who are specifically 
interested in the problems which they have ? 

President Aley: There is no question that the facts would be as you have stated. 
If the deans of women are willing to risk it perhaps mere men oug^t not to take it too 
seriously. 

Mr. Seerley: I think that this national organization has a ^)ecial work and I 
am pleading now for their cause and not for ours. Thinking more of the future of their 
organization — ^I do not feel that this is a good pl^n, and nevertheless I am willing to vote 
for it if they believe it to be a good thing. 

President Aley: Is there anything further to be said ? Those in favor of granting 
the petition for the establishment of a Department of Deans of Women may signify it 
by saying "Aye." Those opposed "Nay." The motion prevails and the petition is 
granted. 

The other petition is for the establishment of a Department of Penmanship. What 
shall be done with this petition ? 

A Member: I move that it be granted. 

President Aley: Is there a second to the motion? 

A Member: I second the motion. 

President Aley: Are there any remarks ? 

William K. Dwyer, of Montana: It seems to me that this proposed Department 
of Penmanship should be included in the Department of Elementary Education. We 
have a Department of Kindergartens, and some persons would say that it would be well 
to blend the two — but there is a difficulty. I think that it would be absurd for us to 
have a special Department of Penmanship. A provision can be made very readily in 
the Department of Elemientary Education, and I think it would be absurd to have a 
special department. 

President Aley: Is there anything else to be said upon the petition? 

Sara H. Fahey, of New York : I want to emphasize that point. It is very important. 
While we do want to stress penmanship in schoob, it is only a tool toward knowledge, and 
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to create a departmoit in the National Education Association e^)edally for that work, 
it seems to me, would be absurd. 

President Aley: Is there anything else to be said? 

Charles R. Frazier, of Washington: It seems to me that penmanship is a special- 
ized subject in some such sense, it is true, that art and music are. We find it necessary 
to employ specially trained people in those branches and also for penmanship, and if 
they are sufficiently interested and enterprising as to want a special defMUtment to 
advance their interests I am in favor of voting for it. It will do no harm and it may 
do good. 

Arthur H. Chamberlain, of California: May we not put this on the table for 
one year inasmuch as the Committee on Organization will have much more difficulty 
in preparing plans for your consideration if you multiply departments at this time? 

A Member: I move that the motion be laid on the table for one year. 

Another Member: I second the motion. 

President Aley: It has been moved and seconded that the petition for the estab- 
lishment of a Department of Penmsnahip be laid on the table for one year. Those in 
favor signify it by the usual sign. Those opposed "Nay." The motion b carried and 
the petition lies on the table for one year. 

PREsroENT Aley: The report of the Committee on Oiganization. I recognize 
Mr. Chamberlain for that committee. 

Mr. Chamberlain: The Committee on Organization 'reports as follows: 

The committee, after extensive correspondence and personal exchange of view, has 
reacht the conclusion that the changes in the fonn of organization of the National Educa- 
tion Association needed to make it an efficient instrument for the purpose of the teachers 
of the country involve the following fundamental points: 

1. The Association should have an organic connection with the various state teachers' 
associations, so that membership in the state association should carry with it membership 
in the national association. The American Medical Association is or^nized in this 
fashion. Recent reorganizations of the state teachers' associations in California, Illinois, 
and other states involve the same principle. 

2. The annual business meeting of the National Education Association should be 
a meeting of delegates elected by the members living in the states, a delegate being chosen 
for a certain number of members. 

3. Active membership of the Association should be restricted to teachers actively in 
the profession. Others interested in the work of the Association may be granted a special 
membership, the privileges and duties of which may be fixt by the Assmuation. 

In view of these fundamental considerations: 

1. The Committee on Organization serves notice in accordance with Article XI of 
the By-Laws of the Association that it hereby "substantially proposes in writing" the 
amendments or alterations necessary to effect thb organization, in order that the final 
form of the changes may be acted on at the annual meeting of 19 18. 

2. The Committee on Organization asks authority from the National Education 
Association to negotiate with the various state teachers' associations as to the form of 
organization which might be acceptable to all parties, with the distinct understanding 
that the National Education Association is hereby committed to no fiinal favorable action 
in the final report of the Committee on Organization. 

The members of the committee present at Portland beg to recommend, further, that 
consideration be given to the securing of continuity in the department programs. To 
this end we suggest a program committee for each department, serving for a period of 
years. This should also result in reducing the number of speakers at each sessioiL 

I move the adoption of the report. 

A Member: I second the motion. 

President Aley: You have heard the report and the motion for its adoption, 
which merely puts the whole matter on the table and serves notice for action next year. 
Is there anything to be said ? 

Mrs. Young: Was that report of the Committee on Organization and its sugges- 
tions to do away with the large National Education Association meetings we have been 
holding for many years ? 
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President Aley: I think it has in mind the making of a larger meeting than here- 
tofore. 

Mks. Young: I thought it provided that only delegates were to come? 

President Aley: No. The delegates were to have the voting power. 

Mr. Chamberlain: The rest of us are to be looking on. Frequently there are in 
attendance at this convention two, three, half a dozen, or ten active members from a 
state. It seems to be the desire on the part of the members of the committee to have a 
delegate from each state named by the state association so that every teacher ia a given 
state has a voice in this meeting instead of three or four who are here. 

President Aley: Are there any other questions? I think it is a matter of such 
importance that it ought to receive during the year very careful consideration by all the 
members of the Association. Next year when the matter comes up we ought to be able 
to discuss it from every possible angle. 

Kate D. Blake, of New York: I would like to ask that that report be printed and 
sent to each active member. It is a very momentous step we are taking. 

President Aley: It will be in the September BuUetin. 

Miss Blake: May I ask that you call it to the attention of everybody here so that 
they will all read it in the September BuUelin, In states there are often organizations of 
teachers which are quite as large, or larger, than the state teachers' organizations and 
larger than the membership of that state in this organization. That is the case in New 
York City. Some of the city organizations are bigger than the state organization. I 
would deplore seeing such organizations excluded from such an organization as is proposed. 
It seems to me that an organization such as this ought to be proportionally repre- 
sentative, according to the number of members in the different organizations of the 
state. 

President Aley: That is a matter I am sure that the committee will have in mind 
in working out the details. 

Nina O. Buchanan, of Washington: Do I understand that the membership in the 
state association would constitute membership in the national association ? I would like 
that explained. Just how would that be ? 

President Aley: I caimot tell you. The details have not been workt out. That 
is one of the things that they want to work on and report on next year. 

Miss Buchanan: Then maybe their report will be printed before they meet next 
year, and we shall have a chance to understand what they propose. 

President Aley: Certainly, it will be. You will have the printed report and will 
have a chance to get at what their ideas are on the matter. 

Miss Parker, of Washington: Since I have been attending the meetings of this 
Association I have noticed a great liberalizing tendency. It appears to me that it has 
become very inuch more liberal and less conservative as time has gone on. I have 
attributed this to the vast number of teachers who are not on executive committees and 
who are walking delegates at the meetings. I would like to give warning to the women 
that it strikes me that this motion will tend away from the strong element that is now 
exbting. 

President Aley: Is there anything further to be said ? The motion is upon the 
acceptance of this report, which lays the matter over for a year for further consideration. 
Those in favor please indicate it by sa3ring "Aye." Those opposed "Nay." The motion 
prevails. 

Secretary Springer: There will also be printed in the September BvUdin a 
reprint from last year's December BuUetin headed "Suggested Changes in the Plan of 
Organization." Perhaps some of you read it, and I hope that you will all read it when 
it reappears. Had it been possible for the Committee on Organization to have had a 
majority of its members present at this meeting, the probabilities are that most of it 
would have been incorporated in theu: report, for it takes up the matters in detail. 
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President Aley: The next order of business is the report of the G)imnittee on 
Resolutions, by Chairman Crabtree. 

J. W. Ckabtsee, of Wisconsin: The membership of the Committee on Resolutions 
present at this meeting consisted of the following persons: Josephine Corliss Preston, 
state superintendent of public instruction, Washington; "C. A. Dimiway, president. Uni- 
versity of Wyoming; E. O. Holland, president, State Agricultural College, Washington; 
A. C. Barker, superintendent of Oakland public schools; Mary C. C. Bradford, state 
superintendent of public instruction, Colorado; P. L. Campbell, president, University of 
Oregon; Susan M. Dorsey, assistant superintendent of Los Angeles public schools; 
J. W. Crabtree, president. State Normal School, \(^onsin. 

The action of the committee was unanimous. The committee submits its report in 
two parts: 

1. An expression of appreciation to the Portland people for entertainment, kindness, 
and courtesies; 

2. A declaration of principles growing out of the great preparedness and patriotic 
program of this meeting. 

The statement of appreciation is as follows: 

The members of this Association express their grateful appreciation to the Committee 
on Arrangements, under the leadership of Superintendent L. R. Alderman, and O. M. 
Plummer, of the Portland Board of Education, for the extensive measures taken for the 
success of this meeting; to the local press and to the representatives of the Associated 
Press and of the United Press for complete and reliable reports of our meetings and 
encouraging and valuable editorial comments on educational topics; to the special com- 
mittees on entertainment, to the teachers, to the Board of Education, to the aty officials, 
and to the citizens of Portland for the royal welcome and the whole-souled generous 
hospitality accorded to this Association. 

I move the adoption of this part of the report. 

PRESIDENT Aley: Do I hear a second ? 

A Member: I second the motion. 

President Aley: You have heard the first part of the report relating to expressing 
our appreciation to the people of Portland and to all the persons concerned in making 
our stay here so pleasant. Are you ready to vote? Those in favor of adopting that 
part of the report may signify it by saying "Aye.'' Those opposed "No." It is unani- 
mously adopted. 

Chairman Crabtree: Permit me to make this explanation before reading the 

second part of the report: 

After considering all questions involved, taking into account the great responsibilities 
which confront our nation at the present time, thmking of the important mission of the 
United States in this world-conflict, thinkipg of the patriotic desires of the teachers of 
America, your committee desires, in lieu of the time-honored long list of resolutions bear- 
ing on all phases of school work, to submit for jrour approval a brief declaration of prin- 
ciples built around the one aU-absorbing question which is on the minds and hearts of 
all teachers and all citizens. 

The declaration of principles is as follows: 

The National Education Association, assembled in annual convention in the city 
of Portland under unprecedented conditions of world-war, recognizes that the first duty 
of the hour is whole-hearted national loyahy. Our supreme ^^sh is to give the fullest 
measiire of service for the sacred cause of our country and our Allies, in defense of democ- 
racy and righteousness. 

We pledge to President Wilson and the national administration and to governors and 
other authorities'^of our respective states that we will conduct all educational affairs com- 
mitted to our care in this spirit, putting aside for the present the consideration of all 
other questions, however important. 

We rejoice that the young men and young women of our country have manifested 
such a splendid spirit of patriotic devotion to the national cause. The records of our 
secondary schools, colleges, and universities give proof that the American educational 
system has not failed to inculcate the spirit of patriotism. We are proud of the work 
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that our young people are doing in anny, navy, training camps, hospitals, and Red Cross 
service. 

Realizing that this is not to be a war of a few months, that victory is to be won, not 
so much by individual valor as by organization and full use of the resources of the nation, 
w€ are convinst that the educational system must be maintained in the highest possiUe 
state of efficiency. All are agreed that standards in the elementary, secondary, and 
industrial schools must not be allowed to deteriorate during this crisis, but, if possible, 
must be improved. Likewise collegiate and professional education must be encouraged 
aad further developt, because one of the greatest needs of the country, both in war and 
in periods of national reconstruction, is trained leadership. 

In this spirit we recommend to all who are reroonsible for educational organization 
and administration that they survey present conditions and evaluate the work being 
done, in order that the greatest possible efficiency may be immediately secured. Revision 
of courses of study, improvement of methods of instruction, alterations in the lengths 
and dates of school terms, shortening of vacations and holidays, adaptations of school 
days with provision for part-time work, the maintenance of continuation schools, the 
wider use of school plants, prompt organization and further development of industrial 
and other forms of vocational wore — ^all these matters should receive immediate attention 
and prompt action. 

rhysical education, including medical inspection for all children in all schools, should 
be workt out wisely and emphasized as never before. ^ 

In technical institutions, colleges, and universities, where the young men are of 
suitable age, we recommend that the government give every encouragement to genuine 
military training, ample in scope and practical in character. 

The nation needs the benefits of genuine thrift and conservation of all resources. 
To this end we recommend that sJl schools and institutions make definite provision for 
the teaching of these practical virtues. We recommend that the existing extension 
departments of all our land-grant colleges, normal schools, and other institutions be 
strengthened in order that their advantages may be brought to all the people. 

We reaffirm the previous recommendations of this Association on the iustice and 
educational value of manhood and womanhood suffrage, the establishment of a national 
university, the creation of a national department of education under a secretary of edu- 
cation, the protection of teachers and institutions from designing partisanship, and the 
maintenance of improved standards of salaries commensurate with conditions of living. 

We urge that patriotism be taught by every teacher of whatever grade, by methods 
adapted to the mental and spiritual life of pupils, whether this be b^ heroic story, by song, 
by biography and history, by social ethics, or by a revised and vitalized civics. 

We ask the cooperation of the National Council of Defense, state councils of defense, 
governors, superintendents, and all school officers, in order that these recommendations 
may be put into practice in the shortest possible time and in the wisest possible way. 

Finally, as President Wilson has given us the vision, we ask the blessing of God upon 
the cause of the nations in alliance to save the world from militarism and autocracy, and 
we pledge again tibat we will work with entire devotion for the establishment of a tri- 
umphant peace after victory, a peace to be administered by a "Veritable League of 
Honor," an inclusive league of nations, founded upon the principle of national loyalty 
extended into world-citizenship. 

I move the adoption of these resolutions. 

President Alev: Is there a second to the motion ? 

A Member: I second the motion. 

President Aley:- You have heard the resolutions as presented by the committee, 
and the motion properly made and seconded for their adoption. Is there anything to 
be said? All those in favor of adopting the resolutions as read may stand. Those 
opposed may stand. The resolutions are unanimously adopted. 

Chairman Crabtree: There is another resolution: 

Resolved, That President R. J. Aley is hereby authorized to appoint such committees 
as he considers necessary to promote and to make effective the suggestions and recom- 
mendations embodied in these resolutions. 

A Member: I move the adoption of the resolution. 
A Member: I second the motion. 

Chairman Crabtree: You have heard the motion for the adoption of this resolu- 
tion giving President Aley power to appoint such committees as he considers necessary

to promote and make effective the suggestions embodied in these resolutions. AU in 
|avor make it known. All opposed. The motion is carried. 

President Aley: Is there, at this time, any new business to be presented to this 
AssodaticMi ? 

Julia C. Coffey, of California: I wish to refer to the matter under discussion this 
morning, that is, the report from your Committee on Organization and its suggested plan 
that the National Education Association shall be composed of delegates from the state 
associations of teachers, or workt out in some such way. I think it is a very fine plan 
to unite the local organizations, the state organizations, and the National Education 
Association. I think, too, that the plan should be given widespread circulation so that 
there will be an opi>ortunity for full discussion. I hope and wUl see to it that my state 
organization will have a full opportunity to discuss it, and I feel that aU other members 
are in the same mood. The teachers of the nation have formed ^lendid local organiza- 
tions. From these local organizations the teachers of thb nation will make a great 
national organization. If it is in order I would like to ask that the Secretary be instructed 
that a copy of the September Bulletin be sent to every state organization of the country, 
and if there is no state organization that it be sent to the largest local organizations of 
teachers in that state. This is so that it may come for discussion before every meeting 
of teachers in the United States, so that when we meet next July it may have the intelligent 
action of everybody. 

President Aley: The Secretary tells me that that is on the plan, that it will be 
done, and that a motion is not necessary. 

Mr. Pearse: May I add just one word to what has been said ? I am not in order, 
but I want to say a word in line with what was said by the lady from California. I have 
had a conversation with Chairman Owen, of this committee, and happen to know, there- 
fore, that it is the hope and plan to take up this proposed organization with the state 
associations. Someone in the organization informed as to all the ideas shall, in as many 
instances as possible, be present at the state teachers* association meetings so that, not 
only from our publication, but by personal conversation, it is hoped to make this plan as 
familiar as possible to all the teachers in all the states of the Union. Tliere are six hundred 
thousand teachers doing business in the United States, and there are less than ten thousand 
of them regularly members of the Association. The number of members of the National 
Education Association ought to be multiplied forty fold. 

President Aley: Before the chairman of the Nominating Committee reports, I 
want to make just one statement. The man, whom many of you have not seen at this 
meeting, but who is responsible for the splendid publicity that the meeting has had, not 
only in the papers of this city, but thru the Press Association to all the papers of the 
entire country, is Professor J. W. Searson, of Manhattan, Kans. I take this opportunity 
of expressing my own personal appreciation of the fine service that he has rendered. 
I know that in doing that I express the appreciation of all of you. He has rendered a 
marvelous personal service. 

Mr. Kirk, chairman of the Nominating Committee, will now report for his committee.

The Executive Committee met in the office of the Secretary, holding morning, after- 
noon, and evening sessions. 

Present: Robert J. Aley, President; Thomas E. Finegan, Treasurer; Carroll G. 
Pearse, Chairman, Board of Trustees; George B. Cook, Member by Election; Durand 
W. Springer, Secretary. The minutes of the meetings of the Executive Committee held 
in connection with the New York meeting were read and approved. These minutes 
ai^>ear in the Yearbook for the New York meeting. 

It was agreed that hereafter duplicate copies of minutes of meetings of the Executive 
Committee should be mailed to each member of the Committee within five days after 
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such meeting. If corrections are necessary the Secretary should be notified on one of 
the copies, which will be returned with an O.K. 

The Secretary presented comparisons of tfie summer and winter meetings for the 
last five years, and the suggestion was made that attention should be called in the next 
Buttetin to the fact that the meetings of the Department of Superintendence have been 
more than self-supporting, whereas some members of the Association have received the 
impression that they were an expense to the organization. 

The Secretary presented a proposed budget for the 3rear, following a study of which 
the appropriations recommended by the annual meeting and the Board of Directors at 
New York were allowed under the conditions originally provided. 

It was agreed to transfer $10,000.00 to the Board of Trustees for investment in the 
permanent fund. 

Director Howard A. Gass, of Missouri, having died, W. H. Martin, of Kansas City, 
Mo., was tentatively appointed as Director from that state. 

President Aky presented a request which had come to him frpm the Peace Conmiittee 
of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of Friends suggesting that the Association invite a num- 
ber of representative Mexican educators to be present at the next meeting of the Asso- 
ciation. It was agreed that such an invitation should be extended at the proper time. 

A conununication was received from Thomas W. Bicknell, president of the National 
Education Association in 1884, relating to some historical material in his possession. 
The Secretary was authorized to inform Mr. Bicknell that the Association woxild be 
pleased to secure the same at any time when he was prepared to part with it, and to 
thank him for calling our attention to the fact of its existence. 

The Secretary presented a report relating to the meeting of the Department of 
Superintendence at Kansas City. 

The Secretary was instructed to ascertain the cost of printing a separate Index of 
the Proceedings for the last ten years, of printing it in such a form that it could be used 
as an addition to the Index which was publisht in 1906, and of printing a complete Index 
of the Proceedings from 1857 to igi6. 

The Secretary presented a detailed statement with regard to the commercial exhibits 
which have been held in connection with the St. Paul, Cincinnati, Detroit, and New York 
meetings. These exhibits have been conducted by Messrs. Hoyt & HaU as an independent 
affair under the general supervision of the Secretary. The Secretary was authorized to 
make arrangements with Messrs. Hoyt & Hall to manage the conmiercial exhibit in con- 
nection with the Kansas City meeting, operating the same as an official part of the 
National Education Association. 

A request was received from the chairman of the Commission on the Reorganization 
of Secondary Education asking the Executive Conunittee to request the General 
Education Board to appropriate a sum not to exceed $3000.00 for the purpose of making 
possible meetings of the Conmiission and members of the various subcommittees, which 
in his judgment were necessary in order that a final report might be issued in 19 17. The 
Committee declined to take any action requesting any other organization to assist in 
financing the Committee for the purpose of securing a report, but askt the Commission 
to make the best report possible with the means which had been fumisht by the Asso- 
ciation itself. 

Vice-President Johnson, being unable to be present at the meeting, requested the 
Executive Committee to pass the following resolution, which was done: 

Whereas, Certain educational journals and some members have past severe strictures 
upon the offidal programs supplied for the New York meeting, and, 

Whereas, The blame for the same has in some cases been laid upon one official and 
sometimes upon others, and it is desirable to have the facts in connection with the matter 
establisht so that this Committee may know where the fault lies, if fault there be; there- 
fore, be it 
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Resohedy That the chairman of the Executive Committee appoint a subcommittee 
consisting of two members of this Committee to ascertain the facts in this case, and 
report to the Committee their findings and any recommendations which may to the sub- 
conmiittee seem proper. 

President Aley reported upon a tour which he had made with the Secretary in the 
East for the purpose of sounding out sentiment concerning the summer meeting for 19 17. 
The Secretary presented a large number of communications on the subject which had 
been received. In view of the limited time which the Committee had for a discussion 
of the matter no vote was taken, but the chairman was authorized to call another meeting 
of the Committee at such time and place as he deemed wise.

Secseta&y Springer: The next is the report of the Board of Trustees. 

President Aley: Carroll G. Pearse, the chairman of the Board of Trustees. 

Director Pearse: Your special attention is called to the fact that during the year 
the permanent fund has been increast by $11,500.00 and now amounts to $200,000.00. 
The Trustees have made a subscription for Liberty Bonds and intend to purchase more 
of them with any funds which may be available during the coming year. 

President Aley: The printed copy of the report is in your hands. Chairman 
Pearse will be glad to answer any questions you may have. 

It was moved and seconded that the report be accepted, placed on file, and trans- 
mitted to the business session of the Association. 

President Aley: You have heard the motion that the report of the Board of 
Trustees be accepted and transmitted to the business session of the Association. Is there 
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anything to be said ? Those in favor of the motion may so vote. Those opposed. The 
vote in favof of the motion prevails. 

Secretasy Springer: The report of the Treasurer is next in order. 

President Aley: The Treasurer, Thomas £. Finegan, will submit his report 

Director Thomas £. Finegan, of New York: The printed report spaks for itsdf. 

President Aley: Is there any question to be askt? If not, a motion to accept 
will be in order. 

Director Young: I have a question to ask. Did the Committee on Scho<^ 
Patrons ask for fifteen dollars ? 

Secretary Springer: That is aU they spent. Twenty-five dollars was appropri- 
ated for each of their committees. About fifteen hundred dollars' worth of bills on the 
last appropriations did not reach us before the dose of the year. 

Director Yoxtng: But they are going to have the rest of it ? 

Secretary Springer: Yes. 

It was moved that the report be approved and transmitted. The motion was 
duly seconded and carried. 

Director Pearse: There is one thing in the Treasurer's report that I thought 
might be of interest to the members of the Board of Directors, as it is a new thing. On 
the first page of the report you ¥dll notice there was received from commercial exhibits 
$6,992.00, and on the third page in the matter of disbursements you wiU find a sum 
nearly equal, the difference being in favor of the Association. As you know, in the past 
it was not the custom of the National Education Association to handle the conunerdal 
exhibits. Sometimes it was done in the local community and in other ways, and it was 
not satisfactory to the exhibitors. It was carried on for a few years in a semiofficial 
manner and was found to be more satisfactory. It was thought it would be more satis- 
factory still to have it done by the National Education Association and all receipts and 
disbursements handled by the National Education Association. That was done, the 
ptirpose being, not that it should make money, but that it was to pay its own way, and 
it has paid its own way. It is the answer to a need, and I thought that it might be well 
to have that explained. 

Secretary Springer: I think it might be well to add two other statements to what 
Mr. Pearse has said. Since we began this semiofficial arrangement we have not only 
had the commercial exhibits for which we received pay, but we have also carried, in con- 
nection therewith, other exhibits for which there was no pay, but which were educational 
in character, and the expense in connection with which has all been borne out of the 
receipts from the commercial exhibits. At the New York meeting 45 per cent of the 
space we used was free space. Out here in Portland it is 40 per cent. 

The second statement concerns the item in the Auditor's report that there is 
$1000.00 on hand in the Commercial Exhibit Fimd. So far as oiir Kansas City 
commercial exhibit is concerned, we made more money than is represented by the annual 
report, but it is probable that in Portland we shall not do as well. Instead, therefore, 
of carrying the balance to the regular fund we have kept $1000.00 as a reserve fund 
against a probable loss. The result of this exhibit, I can say now will probably show 
that from the two exhibits we shall have about $450.00 net.

A Member: May I ask whether there is to be any other meeting of this Board ? 

President Aley: Not unless one is called because some unusual matter comes up. 

President Aley: The following will serve as the Auditing Committee: Frank B.

Director George B. Cook, of Arkansas: I move that the report be adopted. 

Director William N. Sheats, of Florida: I second the motion. 

President Bradford: It having been moved and seconded that the report be 
i^dopted, are you ready for the question? All those in favor make it known. Those 
opposed, likewise.

pRESiDENi; Bradford: Mr. Secretary, what is the next in order of business to come 
up, please? * 

Secretary Springer: The consideration of invitations for a place of meeting for 
the next convention. 

President Bradford: Will you report on what you have in the way of invitations 
or places to be considered ? 

Secretary Springer: Within the last three months correspondence has come to 
the office relating to three cities. Two of those cities expected to have a personal repre- 
sentative present at this meeting. The invitation from the city of Chicago, which is in 
writing, was to have been presented by Superintendent Shoop, orally. Superintendent 
Davidson, ot Pittsburgh, was called to Washington by order of one of the government 
boards after he had been designated to represent them here. There has also come cor- 
respondence from Asbury Park, but they did not indicate that they would have a repre- 
sentative present. We have less than usual on which to base any tentative vote. 

Director Ella Flagg Young, of Illinois: I move that the invitation of Chicago 
be accepted. There wiU be some stir and life there, and more than that Chicago has 
great facilities for entertaining a large meeting. About once in every six years this 
Association ought to meet in Chicago. It is in the Middle West and it can reach its 
arms out and touch all parts of the coimtry. Therefore I move that the invitation of 
Chicago be accepted. 

Director Sheats: I move as a substitute that we accept the invitation of Pitts- 
burgh. We have all been to Chicago. I do not know anything in the world about 
Pittsburgh and I do not know anybody from there, but it is in a section of the country 
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where this meeting has not been located or held for a great many years, and I understand 
that it is a fine city. We have met often in Chicago. I think that one time we were in 
that section for quite a long while, and I would like to see Pittsburgh and see the con- 
vention meet over in the old state of Pennsylvania. As I say, I do not know anybody 
over in that section of the country, but I take it upon myself to nominate Pittsburgh. 
I am afraid of Chicago. It is a windy place and a cold place and a dangerous place. 
I have been there and seen men and horses all falling in the street from heat, and again 
when the cold was intense I thought I would freeze to death. I would rather try P'ttSu 
burgh imsight and unseen. 

DiKECTOE Peasse: I do not know whether I shall suffer the fate of those who rush 
in between contending parties, but about twenty years ago the National Education Asso- 
ciation had a meeting in Milwaukee and has not had a meeting there since that time, and 
it was a comfortable and successful meeting too. Sometimes it is as hot there as in 
Chicago. But that is not often. It b not as active there and sometimes it is smoky, 
just as it is in Chicago or Pittsburgh, but the people in Milwaukee would be very glad 
to entertain the National Education Association. While I should not wish to press the 
matter unduly in any way adverse to the claims of our big sister on the south or the 
brunette sister on the forks of the Ohio, I do wish you to know that the city of Milwaukee 
would be delighted to entertain the National Education Association convention next 
time. 

President Bradford: If the chair understands the situation there was a motion 
by Mrs. Young to the effect that the convention be held in Chicago and a substitute 
motion by Mr. Sheats that the convention be held in Pittsburgh — that the name of 
Pittsburgh be substituted for that of Chicago, and we have no motion from Mr. Pearse, 
but an invitation. Neither of these two motions was seconded. 

A Member: I would like to second Mrs. Young's motion. I think that Chicago 
is an ideal simuner resort with the lake breeze and everything that you can imagine, and 
I am sMit that it is capable of handling this convention in veiy satisfactory manner. 

President Bradford: The motion of Mrs. Young, being the only motion seconded, 
is the only motion before the house. 

Secretary Springer: If I may be permitted to make a suggestion it would be that 
the motion be withdrawn and the whole matter referred to the *Executive Committee 
without any tentative vote being taken. Milwaukee is situated within the territory of 
the Western Passenger Association, Chicago is within the territory of the Central Pas- 
senger Association, Pittsburgh is within the territory of the Trunk Line Passenger Asso- 
ciation. If we take a tentative vote I do not believe that we shall be in as good a position 
as we shall if you pass a motion referring it to the Executive Committee with the power 
to act Nobody knows exactly how the railroad problem is going to stack up by next 
sumn^er, and it may be of decided advantage to us to have the three cities as competitors 
without any tentative vote having been taken, as each of them is in a separate railroad- 
association territory. In view of the fact that we have not a laige representation present 
at this meeting, I think it is better for the Association to take that course. 

Director Young: Well, it does not make any difference what we vote ansrway. 
The Executive Committecf always does as it pleases. Last year there was but one vote 
for Portland and but one for Milwaukee, and I cast it, and we came to Portland on one 
vote. 

Secretary Springer: No, I beg your pardon. There were eighteen votes for 
Portland. 

Director Young: No. Only one vote for Portland. 

Secretary Springer: There were twenty-five for Asbury Park, eighteen for 
Portland, two for Cincinnati, and one for Milwaukee. 

Director Yoxtng: Don't you remember that Mrs. Dorsey arose and stated that 
she cast that one vote for Portland because Portland was a neighbor of hers? 
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SscaffiTARY Springer: Yes. I remember the speech but not that remark. 

Director Young: What do you suppose she would make a statement like that for 
if it were not true ? 

Secretary Springer: I do not know. Don't you think that Oregon voted for 
Portland ? 

Director Young: It would not be proper for it to vote for itself. 

A Meicber: Then are you going to insist on voting for Chicago? 
' Director Young: I am going to vote for Chicago because Chicago will be selected 
anyway. The Executive Committee will do it. 

k2 Director Euier E. Cave, of Washington: I am a friend of Mrs. Young's and have 
been for a long time. I would not like to be accused of not being patriotic. I was at 
the meeting of the Board of Directors to which she referred and I voted for Portland. 

President Bradford: Is there anything further to be said on the motion, which 
is that we accept the invitation of Chicago ? 

Director Aley: I wonder, if we are going to take a vote, if it would not be better, 
instead of having to vote either for or against a particular city, to have a ballot and thus 
indicate a preference as to the various places suggested. 

President Bradford: That is the form in which this matter came before the house. 

Director Aley: They do not have to vote on just one city, but could express a 
preference as to all of them. 

President Bradford: Does Mrs. Young and her second consent that she withdraw 
her motion ? 

Director Young: I want to think about that. 

President Bradford: Otherwise the question is as to your motion that we go 
to Chicago. 

Director Aley: I move, as a substitute, that the members of this board prepare 
ballots indicating their preference. 

The motion was seconded and carried. 

President Bradford: You will prepare your ballots. 

President Bradford: The Secretary will aimounce the result of the ballot. 

Secretary Springer: Milwaukee, ten; Chicago, eight; Pittsburgh, six. 

Director Aley: ' I move that this be but an indication of the preference on the 
part of the Board of Directors present and that the Executive Committee have the 
authority after taking ever3rthing into consideration to fix upon what is in their opinion 
the most desirable and most suitable meeting-place under the conditions. 

The motion was seconded and carried. 

President Bradford: The next order of business is the report of the Executive 

Conunittee. 

Secretary Springer: The report is one relating to appropriations and was read 
yesterday in the annual meeting, but it must be past upon by this Board of Directors. 
Do you care to hear the list read over again or will you simply move that the report with 
the appropriations it carries be adopted ? 

President Bradford : What b the pleasure of the meeting ? 

Director Crabtree: I move that it be adopted as a ^hole. 

Director Young: I would like to ask why there b an appropriation of five hundred 
dollars made to the architects ? In Illinois plans were prepared and given to the different 
boards of directors free of charge. Why do we appropriate five hundred dollars for those 

architects? . . u « . 

Secretary Springer: When this question was presented to the Executive Com- 
mittee it was understood that thb b not pay for services, but for drawings and blueprinte 
and thmgs of that sort which cost money. The committee b made up of architects who 
are giving their services, and thb b for the expenses m connection with the work and 
not for what they do. 
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DntECTOR Young: I would like to ask whether they will sell those blueprints. 

Secketaxy Spsinger: I cannot answer that. 

PsssiDENT Bsadfokd: Is there anything further to be said on the motion to adopt 
the report as a whole ? If not, all those in favor of adopting the report as a whole say 
''Aye." All those opposed "No." The ayes seem to have it, the ayes have it, and the 
report is adopted as a whole. What is the next order of business, Mr. Secretary? 

Secxetary Springer: New business. There is one item that needs attention. 
The lease on the Secretary's office expires September i, and I think that the Board of 
Directors should give the Executive Committee authority to enter into such lease as in 
its judgment seems wise. 

President Bradford: What is your pleasure ? 

Director Pearse: I move that the authority be given for such lease for quarters 
for the Secretary for the ensuing year as the Executive Conmiittee may deem wise. 

A Member: I second the motion. 

President Bradford: It has been moved and seconded that such authority for 
renewing or entering into a lease for the Secretary's office for the ensuing year be given 
to the Executive Committee to be used by them as they may think wise. 

Director Young: I would like to ask what the Secretary thinks of having the 
headquarters moved to Washington, D.C., instead of having it in the Middle West this 
year. The Women's Peace Party moved its headquarters to Washington. They are 
very well satisfied with their move. Why should not the National Education Association, 
a bigger association, be in the center of government affairs instead of out in the Middle 
West ? I wonder what the sentiment is regarding that ? 

Secretary Springer: Since the question has been askt me, I will say that any 
move in a direction of that sort should be contemplated and discust some time before the 
action is taken. That idea has been in the minds of some people, but it has never focust 
in any way beyond this suggestion. I was askt by the Executive Comhiittee at one time 
to see what the cost would probably be for suitable headquarters. It would cost us from 
three to four times as much to have an office in Washington, D.C., as where we now have it. 
We would have no better facilities either. When that fact was deveiopt it was thought 
that the finances of the Association could probably be better conserved by retaining our 
offices where they are. If the time ever comes that we get a national tmiversity or that 
the National Bureau of Education has quarters of its own or the new building is erected, 
the Washington Memorial, in which it is proposed to house all the headquarters of national 
organizations, we could locate our headquarters with the other national organizations. 
That is a different proposition. 

Director Young: The Woman's Suffrage Party moved its headquarters to Wash- 
ington. We found rents there very reasonable. I was in Washington for seven months 
and we found headquarters for which we are paying very reasonable rents. The Woman's 
Suffrage Party has a beautiful house and at no enormous rent by any means. Maybe 
rents are cheaper now. 

Director Pearse: I do not think that the Association ought to be tied down to 
any one place, and the form of the motion I made would allow the Executive Conmiittee 
to enter into and make this lease or make any other lease it saw fit. I thought I put it 
in that way. 

President Bradford: That was the understanding of the chair. Is there any- 
thing further to be said on the motion ? If not, all in favor of the motion say "Aye." 
AH opposed "No." The motion giving the Executive Committee authority to enter into 
such lease as it may deem wise for the Secretary's office for the ensuing year is carried. 
It is so ordered. Is there any other new business to come before this body ? 

Secretary Springer: The last thing is the question of resignations. Miss Force, 
of Colorado, resigns as director of Colorado, and H. B. Smith, secretary. State Teachers' 
Assodfttion, is named as a substitute. That was the wish of the Colorado delegation 
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President Bradford: What is your pleasure? 

Director Aley: I wonder if we cannot take them all up in one bunch ? 

President Bradford: That would be as well, or better. Just read them all 
together. 

Secretary Springer: Miss Brann, of Maine, is serving temporarily, and desires 
to resign in favor of the director of last year, D. H. Perkins. 

Director Crabtree: I wish to resign in favor of J. F. Simms, who has been named 
by the Wisconsin delegation. 

Secretary Springer: I have John R. Kirk's resignation in favor of Uel W. Lamkin, 
the state superintendent of public instruction of Missouri. 

President Bradford: Are there any other resignations? 

Director Sheats: I move that the resignations be accepted and that the nominees 
be elected. 

Director Crabtree: I second the motion. 

The motion was carried. 

Director Ai£y: May I raise the point that in view of the small attendance it 
might be wise for the Board of Directors to empower the Executive Committee to fill 
any vacancies in the Ibt of state directors which may occur following this meeting. Do 
they have the power to do that now ? 

Secretary Springer: No, sir. They cannot fill them unless they are given special 
authority. 

Director Aley: I move that we empower the Executive Committee to fill the 
vacancies which may occur together with those we know of this morning, because it is 
rather important that all states be represented. 

Director Edith K. O. Clark, of Wyoming: I second the motion. 

Director Pearse: I know that during the past year or two the Executive Com- 
mittee has filled vacancies which have occiyred in the Directory, and each year there 
have been some vacancies filled in this way, and I assumed that the Executive Committee 
had authority to do it, but there is no objection to giving them authority to do it, if they 
have not. 

Secretary Springer: In all cases that has been done tentatively, as the records 
show, and then they have been confirmed at the next meeting of the Board of Directors. 
But the constitution provides that vacancies in the Board of Directors can only be filled 
by the Directors. 

Director Aley: This would imply the right to delegate that power, I am assuming ? 

President Bradford: It has been moved and seconded that the Executive Com- 
mittee be empowered to fill these vacancies. All those in favor of this motion please say 
"Aye." All opposed "No." The ayes have it and it is so ordered. 

President Bradford: Is there anything further to come before the Board ? 

A Member: I would like to ask a question concerning the publication of the Pro- 
ceedings. I do not know that the publication of these Proceedings could be produced any 
quicker this year or any earlier than were the Proceedings last year, but the earlier these 
Proceedings are in the hands of the members the more useful they will be. I rise for the 
purpose of asking about that point. I believe that we are all interested. 

Secretary Springer: The publications have usually been issued the last part of 
February or the first part of March. This year they were not issued until the last week 
in April. The fault was twofold. So far as the copy for the printers was concerned it 
reacht them in the usual time. The first concern that had the contract to furnish the 
covers and cartons for shipping them went back on their contract with the University of 
Chicago Press and did not do it until so late that six weeks time was lost thru no fault of 
theirs. People who know the condition of the paper market this last year realize that 
printers secured material when they could get it and were glad to obtain it even then. 
I do not think that it is possible to issue the Volume regularly before the latter part of 
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February or the first of March under the existing conditions because the matexial has 
to be edited and has to go to the authors for correction and ail of that takes time. 

A Membex: I would like to say that a niunber of teachers have exprest their 
satisfaction at receiving their monthly publication, and of course this came to us on time. 

DisECTOR Peakse: It was formerly true that this publication came out in December 
or by the first of the year, but since the Salt Lake City meeting, in which year extensive 
editing was begun, it has required more work and more time to publish the Proceedings, 
and it has been necessary to submit the papers to the authors, and since that time it has 
not been issued imtil after the first of January or the first of February. 

Secketary Springes: I might say that inaugurating our magazine this year has 
proved quite successful. I am not able to tell you how many of our associate members 
of last year we shall be able to retain, but up to the time I left we had received renewals 
from associate members in the neighborhood of one thousand, and that is something that 
has never occurred under the old procedure of publishing simply the Volume of Proceedings. 
The purpose was to keep our associates and get them in touch with activities, and it 
proved a very satisfactory change. There have been three hundred of our active mem- 
bers — two hundred and eighty-four, I think, to be exact — that have taken the Proceedings 
in both volume and magazine form, paying the extra dollar and using the magazine form 
as they have gone along, and securing the bound volume for their files. 

President Bradford: Is there any further business ? If not, the chair will enter- 
tain a motion to adjourn. 

A Member: I move that we adjourn. 

A Member: I second the motion. 

President Bradford: It has been moved and seconded that the Board of Directors 
adjourn. All in favor make it known. All opposed. The meeting is declared adjourned.

Portland, Ore., July 7, 1917 

The Executive Committee met in President Aley's room, Hotel Multnomah, Saturday' 
July 7, at ten o'clock. Present: Robert J. Aley, President; Thomas E. Finegan, Treas- 
urer; Carroll G. Pearse, Chairman, Board of Trustees; and D. W. Springer, Secretary. 

The time of the meeting was devoted to the reading of the requests which had been 
presented by the several committees for appropriations for the coming year. The requests 
totaled $10,225. It was decided to ask the Thistees to meet with the Executive Com- 
mittee at a meeting to be held July 8.

In making these appropriations, your committee recommends that authority be 
given the Ez^tive Committee for next year to assume temporary responsibility in 
deciding which expenditures are most important in the work of these various committees 
and also whidi expenditiires sludl be first authorized, if in any case it shall be impracticable 
for all such expenditures to be allo¥red. 

The Committee also agreed to recommend that the Committee on Federal Aid to 
Vocatioxud Education and the Committee on Foreign Relations be discharged. They 
also agreed to recommend that the representatives of the National Education Association 
upon the Joint Committee on Grammatical Nomenclature be continued in order that they 
may cxmperate in the work of that committee. 

The Executive Committee met in President Aley's room, Hotel Multnomah, Tuesday 
afternoon, July 10, at five o'clock. Present: Robert J. Aley, President; David B. 
Johnson, Vice-President; C. G. Pearse, Chairman, Board of Trustees; George B. Cook, 
member by election; and D. W. Springer, Secretary. 

The Secretary presented a letter from the General Secretary of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science askmg that the National Education Association 
become an afiUiated society of that Association. The matter was laid on the table for 
future action. 

The Secretary presented a request from Guy Stanton F9rd, director of the Division 
of Civic and Educational Cooperation, working under the Committee on Public Informa- 
tion, Washington, D.C., asking for suggestions regarding the contents of a Directory of 
Service, soon to be issued. It was agreed that it would be well to make announcements 
concerning this and similar requests in the September Bulletin. 

Concerning the action taken at the meeting of the Executive Committee held Decem- 
ber 18 with reference to a proposed history of the National Education Association, it was 
agreed that in view of the fact that the attendance at this summer meeting is not up to the 
average it will not be advisable to incur the expense of such a history at this time and that 
no recommendation should therefore be made to the annual meeting. 

The Secretary reported that he had not received from the Eastern Arts Association 
notice of the appointment of any committee, as had been suggested by them at the time of 
the New York meeting. 

Mr. Pearse, for the committee appointed in accordance with a resolution of October 2x, 
presented the following report, which was received and ordered filed: 

To the Chairman and Members of the Executive Committee: Your committee, con- 
sisting of the undersigned, to whom was referred a resolution relating to certain matters 
connected with the printing of the official program for the New York meeting, desires to 
report as follows: 

We have, as we believe, ascertained the facts fuUy and are informed of the conditions 
surrounding the printing and turning over to the National Education Association of the 
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official programs referred to. We find that the transactions connected with the printing 
of the programs were regular and in good faith. The matter was handled by tne local 
conmiittee in New York. The work was done by a private agency or corporation 
which turned over to the local committee a certain sum as royalty or payment for the 
privilege of preparing the programs. Any profit which was made by aavertising in the 
programs, above the sum referred to, was enjoyed entirely by this concern or corporation. 

So far as the programs are concerned, we consider them of inferior quality and such 
as ought not to have been offered or accepted for the use of the National Education Associa- 
tion. In the printing of the program the people who did the work did not keep to the 
understanding which they had with the Secretary as to the way in which the advertise- 
ments in the pamphlet were to appear. 

So far as the acceptance of the programs by the National Education Association is 
concerned it was a question of judgment as to whether or not the Association should accept 
the programs as they were and have the use of them from the opening of the meeting, or 
whether they should be rejected and the local committee compelled to print another lot 
for the use of the Association. The latter course would have made it iinpossible for the 
National Education Association to have any programs to use during the first two days of 
the meeting. Under the circtmastances, it seemed the wiser thing to accept and use them, 
unsatisfactory as they were.

A meeting of the Executive Committee was held in the office of the Secretary, Mult- 
nomah Hotel, Saturday afternoon, July 14, at two o'clock. Present: Mary C. C. Brad- 
ford, President; Robert J. Aley, Vice-President; A. J. Matthews, Treasurer; C. G. Pearse, 
Chairman, Board of Trustees; George B. Cook, member by election; D. W. Springer, 
Secretary. 

It was agreed that papers which had been read by persons other than the authors 
should not be printed in the Proceedings of the Portland meeting. 

Chairman Pearse presented an oral communication from the Board of Trustees 
to the effect that in the judgment of the Trustees it would be wise to arrange for the 
transfer of the business office of the Association to Washington, D.C., at this time, if upon 
investigation it should prove practicable to do so. 

Vice-President Aley noised the question as to the advisability of this move at this 
particular time owing to the added expense involved. In the discussion which followed 
the Secretary exprest the opinion that it would cost $1000 to move the offices and that 
it would be more expensive to maintain offices in Washington than where they were 
now located, but agreed that it would cost no more to move them now than at some 
future date. 

After an informal discussion had been completed, it was unanimously agreed, on 
motion of Mr. Pearse, that the President of the Association, the Chairman of the Board 
of Trustees, and the Secretary be appointed a committee to secure suitable offices at 
Washington. The Secretary was directed to notify the owners of the property where the 
present offices were located that they would not be needed after September i. 

The Secretary was granted a two weeks' leave of absence following the summer 
meeting. 

It was further agreed that the fall meeting of the Executive Committee should be held 

at Washington about October 20 to 35.

THE NATIONAL COUNCIL OF EDUCATION 



CONSTITUTION 



PREAMBLE 



The National Council of Education shaU have for its object the consideration and 
discussion of educational questions of general interest and public importance, and the 
presentation, thru printed reports, of the substance of the discussions and the conclusions 
formulated. It shall be its object to reach and disseminate correct thinking on educational 
questions; and, for this purpose, it shall be the aim of the Council, in conducting its 
discussions, to define and state with accuracy the different views and theories on the sub- 
ject under consideration, and, secondly, to discover and represent fairly the grounds and 
reasons for each theory or view, so far as to show, as completely as possible, the genesis 
of opinion on the subject. It shall be the duty of the Council, in pursuance of this object, 
to encourage from all its members the most careful statement of differences in opinion, 
together with the completest statement of grounds for the same. It shall further require 
tlie careful preservation and presentation of the individual differences of opinion, whenever 
grounds have been fumisht for the same by members of the Council. It shall invite the 
freest discussion and embody the new suggestions developt by such discussions. Any 
member making such suggestion or objection may put in writing his view, and the grounds 
therefor, and furnish the same to the secretary for the records of the Coimcil. It shall 
prepare, thru its president, an annual report to the National Education Association, set- 
ting forth the questions considered by the Co\mcil diuing the previous year, and placing 
before the Association, in succinct form, the work accomplisht. It shall embody in this 
report a survey of those educational topics which seem to call for any action on the part 
of the Association. The Council shall appoint, out of its own number, committees repre- 
senting the several departments of education, and thereby facilitate the exchange of 
opinion among its members on such special topics as demand the attention of the pro- 
fession or of the public. 

ARTICLE I— MEMBERSHIP 

1. The National Council of Education shall consist of one hundred and twenty 
members, selected from the membership of the National Education Association. Sixty 
of the members shall be elected by the National Council of Education, and sixty by 
the Board of Directors of the National Education Association. 

Each body shall select ten members annually, who shall serve for six years. 

2. The Council shall elect its quota of members at its regular annual meeting. 
The Board of Directors of the National Education Association shall elect its quota 

of members at the second meeting held during the annual meeting of the National Edu- 
cation Association. 

3. The absence of a member from two consecutive annual meetings of the Council 

shall be considered equivalent to resignation of membership. All persons who have 

belonged to the Council shall, on the expiration of their membership from any cause 

whatever, except expulsion, become honorary members, with the privilege of attending 

its regular sessions and participating in its discussions. No state shall be represented 

in the Council by more than seven members.

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ARTICLE II-QUALIFICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP 

All members of the Council shall be either life or active members of the National 

Education Association. 

ARTICLE m— MEETINGS 

There shall be a regular annual meeting of the Council held in connection with the 
Department of Superintendence of the National Education Association, or at such other 
time and place as the Executive Committee of the Council may designate. There may 
be special meetings of the Council, subject to the call of the Executive Committee, but 
the attendance at these meetings shall be entirely voluntary. A majority of the Council 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business at any meeting, whether regular 
or called; but any less number, exceeding eight members, may constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business at the regular annual meeting, as defined in this article. 

ARTICLE IV— THE WORK OF THE COUNCIL 

The Council shall, from time to time, imdertake to initiate, conduct, and guide the 
thoro investigation of important educational questions originating in the Council; also 
to conduct like investigations originating in the National Education Association, or any 
of its departments, and requiring the expenditure of funds. 

ARTICLE V— THE APPOINTMENT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES 

AND EXPERTS 

In the appointment of special committees, and in the selection of writers and speakers, 
it shall be the privilege of the Council to appoint such experts, whether members of the 
Council or not, as are deemed best qualified to conduct investigations. 

ARTICLE VI— OFFICERS 

The officers of the Council shall be a president, vice-president, and secretary, each of 
whom shall serve for three years, with terms so arranged that one officer b elected annually. 

It shall be the duty of the president of the Council to prepare, with the assistance 

and approval of the Executive Committee, such a program for the annual meeting as 

shall realize as fully as practicable the purposes for which the Council was organized 

and exists. 

ARTICLE VII— STANDING COMMITTEES 

z. There shall be three standing committees: an Executive Committee, a Committee 
on Membership, and a Committee on Educational Progress. 

2. The Executive Committee shall be composed of the president of the Council and 
three other members, whose terms of office shall be so arranged that one new member 
may be chosen each year. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to provide an annual program by 
selecting, whenever feasible, subjects for investigation, and appointing committees to 
conduct such investigations: It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to carry 
out the provisions contained in this constitution referring to volunteer and invited papers. 
It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to provide a place on the program for 
the report of any investigation which may be ordered by the National Education Asso- 
ciation or its departments. 

4. The Committee on Membership shall be composed of the president of the Council 
and six other members, whose terms of office shall be so arranged that two vacancies 
may be filled every year. 

5. There shall be appointed annually a committee of one to submit at the next meet- 
ing a report on ''Educational Progress during the Past Year,'' in which a survey of the 
important movement^ and events in education during the preceding year is given. This 
committee need not be selected from the members of the Council. 
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ARTICLE Vra— THE DUTIES OF THE COUNCIL 

• 

1. It shall be the duty of the Coundl to further the objects of the National Educa- 
tion Association, and to use its best efforts to promote the cause of education in generaL 

2. The meetings of the Council shall be, for the most part, of a "round table" 
character. 

ARTICLE DC— AMENDMENTS 

This constitution may be altered or amended at a regular meeting of the Council, 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present, and any provisions may be waived at any 
regular meetings by unanimous consent. 

By-laws not in violation of the constitution may be adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of the Coundl.

To the Executive Committee of the National EducaUon Association: 

In submitting my fifth and last report as Secretary, I desire to call the attention of the 
members to certain points which have been presented to the Executive Committee and 
the Board of Trustees from time to time. 

In the Association the division of responsibility between the Board of Trustees and 
the Executive Committee is such that, altho the Trustees are charged with the duty of 
selecting the Secretary, the Executive Committee is, as a rule, more familiar with the 
detailed workings of the office which he controls. 

Just prior to the time of my election the Association had been passing thru a period of 
disagreement among its members concerning matters of a more or less political nature. 
The Association was also passing thru a period of reorganization in financial matters 
necessitated by the changed conditions under which railroad rates cotdd be secured for 
our meetings. 

With regard to the first proposition, the Secretary has endeavored to view every 
situation with which he has been confronted from the standpoint of the Association as 
a whole rather than from the standpoint of the individual or the proposition concerned, 
and while it has been necessary for him to reach conclusions which were not concurred in 
by persons representing both elements in the line of cleavage that was in existence at the 
time of his election, no person can trace a single decision to an attempt on his part to 
influence any action which might affect him personally. 

So far as the finances of the Association are concerned, I believe that we have weath- 
ered the temporary embarrassment and that with ordinary diligence the Association can 
be of incieast usefulness to the teaching fraternity of the country 3rear by year. 

There are some items which I desire to report by way of comparison, and in doing so 
I trust that no person will think for a moment that in the comparisons made there is any 
thought on the part of the present Secretary of discrediting in any way the wonderful 
work done by Dr. ShepaTd. It is merely the only way that I know of presenting facts in 
which I believe that you will be interested. 

During the five years just closed the expense of conducting the Secretary's office has 
been $75 .68 more than during the preceding five years, while the receipts of the Associa- 
tion thru the Secretary's oi£ce have been $10,266.97 more than during the preceding five 
years. 

At the time of our last membership report, December 31, 19 16, the active member- 
ship was the largest in the history of the Association, 7878. Securing new active members 
at other times than in connection with the regular meetings is a matter in which the 
Association is greatly interested. A checking of our active membership list thru a period 
of fifteen years showed that the active members who have come to us thru the Secretary's 
office have retained their active membership for a longer period on the average than those 
who joined at the times of the meetings. A comparison of the records for six years shows 
the value to the Association, so far as office memberships are concerned, of a period of 
comparative quiet in matters which might be denominated political. In the year 19 10, 
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325 new active members were enrolled thru the office; in 19x1, 348; ^m 1912, 151; in 
X913* 197; in 19x4, 277; and in 1915, 526. 

Another comparison concerning the expense involved in connection with our meetings 
may be interesting. The cost of conducting the first four meetings of the Department 
of Superintendence after I became Secretary was $254.49 niore than the cost of con- 
ducting the four preceding meetings of the department, and the cost of conducting the 
first four summer meetings was $2699. 29 less than the cost of conducting the four pre- 
ceding summer meetings. It is impossible to make an accurate comparison of the five 
meetings, as the bills for the Portland meeting cannot now be determined. The cost of the 
meetings of the Association is largely determined by three factors: size, publicity, and 
contracts with the entertaining dty. Our winter meftings have doubled in size during 
the last four years. Our summer meetings have not been as huge. Hiis would lessen the 
expense for registration in connection with the summer meetings and increase it in con- 
nection with the winter meetings. We have increast to a considerable extent the pub- 
licity expenditure in connection with our summer meeting, and we have secured from the 
entertaining cities the payment of some expenses which had not previously been borne by 
them. 

The change in the form of issuing the Executive G>mmittee BuUdins resulted in a 
saving during the four-year period of I204X .9X over the previous four yean, and the cost 
this year was less than last year by $31 2 . 13. While the BuUeUn itself costs more than the 
old form, owing to the fact that we are printing six numbers as against two with an 
occasional third, and are issuing them in larger numbers, the saving in postage has more 
than offset the added cost by the amount indicated. 

The change in policy with regard to the volume of Proceedings, under which an 
attempt has been made to edit the material, reducing its size and thus saving, not only in 
printing, but in distributing, secured a reduction of $2x60.68 in the cost of distribution 
and $198 X .39 in the cost of printing during the first four years, altho we printed seven 
hundred more copies than in the preceding four-year period. The first year we did not 
edit and thus reduce the size of the volume, and so another comparison will more conectiy 
show the net result to the Association of the changed policy. The average cost of print- 
ing the volumes for the 19x3, X9X4, and X915 meetings, which were edited, was fifteen cents 
less per volume than the average cost of printing the volumes for the X9X0, 19XX, and X9xa 
meetings, which were not edited, and for the volumes printed this represents a net gain 
to the Association of $4650. The cost of distributing the 19x3, 1914, and X9X5 volumes 
was $576x . 22 less than the cost of distributing the X9X0, X9xx, and X9X2 volumes. 

Printing the Proceedings in both volume and magazine form this last year makes it 
impossible to prepare an accurate comparison of costs of volumes. However, it can be 
shown that, whereas we fumisht the Proceedings to 7800 more members this year than the 
year before, the cost of distributing them was $70. 56 less than the distribution cost of the 
year before, and in spite of the increast price of paper the average cost of printing and 
distributing the Proceedings was twelve cents per member less than the preceding year. 

We were able to add $x 1,500. 00 to the Permanent Fund last year, which fund now 
totals $200,000.00 In a report on the finances of the National Education Association 
presented by me in X9X1, 1 called attention to the fact that the Permanent Fund had been 
accumulated from the dues of those associate members who did not desire the Proceedings, 
most of whom were outsiders who joined to secure the special round-trip railroad rates, and 
that the Association had never been able, except in one year during its entire history, to 
add to the Permanent Fund when the Proceedings were printed for 70 per cent of its 
membership, both active and associate. During the past five years over 80 per cent of our 
members have askt for the Proceedings and during the last year neariy 90 per cent. 

I have referred in the Bulletin to the fact that the Association spent more for the 
educational investigations carried on by its various conuiUttees during the last four year^ 
than in its entire history prior to that tim^i 
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Two other policies have been inaugurated which I believe have been beneficial to the 
Association as a whole. They are the prize-essay contests and the commercial exhibits. 
The Association has received a large amount of general advertising as a result of the essay 
contests which will surely be valuable to the cause of education. They have been con- 
ducted without any expense to the Association, altho each has taken a considerable amount 
of extra time and attention of the Secretary without, however, I think, any detriment 
to the regular work. I have had three interviews with a gentleman looking toward pro- 
viding a fund which would furnish a regular income to be used by the Association for con- 
tests of this sort on subjects which the Executive Committee might think it wise to sug- 
gest. 

The systematized commercial exhibit which has been carried on in connection with 
three summer meetings and three winter meetings has been highly spoken of by large 
ntmibers of our members, and has relieved the congestion around the headquarters which 
was very noticeable in the days when no attempt was made to regulate exhibits. It also 
affords us a place for such educational exhibition as those provided by the Child Labor 
Bureau, the Bureau of Education, etc., at no expense to them and without trouble to us. 

Establishing the Journal as a means of offering the Proceedings of the Associa- 
tion to the members on the instalment plan has for the first time in the history of the 
Association given us what might properly be designated an official organ. It will not 
only enable us to conserve our associate membership, which we have not been able to do in 
the past, but will enable the Association to become a much more important educational 
factor than it has been. The first year we printed nothing in the Journal but the papers 
presented at our meetings. It had been my purpose, if consented to by the Coounittee 
on Publication, to print in each issue of the Journal next year at least one strong educa- 
tional article which had been given at a state association meeting or at some other educa- 
tional gathering. The third year the development would have taken the form of securing 
for each issue a specially prepared article on a timely educational topic, and in the fourth 
year the introduction of an editorial department would naturally follow. By this time 
the Journal would have become a powerful factor in molding educational opinion, and 
with the continued increase in circulation which such a magazine would secure the Associa- 
tion would be in a position to establish an advertising department as a result of which an 
income could be secured for the Association which would more than pay for the entire cost 
of publication so that the dues could be used exclusively for carrying on educational 
investigations. 

During the year the conunittees on Federal Aid to Vocational Education, on Foreign 
Relations, on Military Training, and on Relation between Boards of Education and 
Superintendents have completed their work and been discharged. 

This year, under the direction of the Committee on Thrift Education, a county 
thrift-essay contest was carried on under the immediate supervision of the several county 
superintendents of schools. The American Society for Thrift offered in each county a 
medal to the writer of the best essay on the subject of " Thrift." Twenty-eight states and 
the District of Columbia were represented by the counties conducting contests. In addi- 
tion to this general scheme all of the schools in the city of New York conducted a prize- 
essay contest under the immediate supervision of the American Society for Thrift. 

The contestants in each county were divided into two classes, that of high-school 
pupils and that of grade-school pupils. Each county superintendent conducting a con- 
test sent to the National Education Association office the best essay written by a high- 
school pupil and the best essay written by a grade-school pupil. These essays were judged 
by Jason E. Hammond, former state superintendent of public instruction for Michigan; 
Clarence M. Vliet, superintendent of schools, Birmingham, Mich., and Sara Whedon, 
former head of the department of English, Ann Arbor High School. 

S. W. Straus, president of the American Society for Thrift, provided the funds for 
the money prizes which were awarded to the writers of the best essays in each group.

At the meeting of the Committee on Thrift Education held at Portland it was decided 
to ask county superintendents who did not conduct essay contests last year to do so thb 
year, and to the writer of the best essay in each county a medal will be awarded. 

During the year we prepared a monograph containing the prize essays in the "Thrift 
Contest" for the preceding year. The bibliography which the monograph contains has 
been referred to in a number of publications. 

A careful study of the Treasurer's report will show among the expenditures an item 
of $5496 for the Proceedings for next year. The paper market was m such a condition 
this year that it was deemed wise to buy stock for one year in advance. 

Copy for an Index of the Proceedings for the years 1906-16 has been prepared.

The surplus receipts from the meetmgs of 1884 and 1885 and from other sources were 
turned over to the Board of Trustees at the time of the incorporation of the Association 
as the first instalment ($3400) of the Permanent Fund. 



THE SECRETARY'S OFFICE 

Since the establishment of an office for the Secretary, it has been the custom, under 
the direction of the Trustees and Board of Directors, for the Secretary to assimie full 
charge of the collection of the annual dues and all other receipts at the annual convention, 
turning over the same to the Treasurer during the convention and accounting to the 
Treasurer directly for all money so collected. It has been the invariable custom for the 
Treasurer to check up all convention receipts, during the convention, from the original 
stubs of membership certificates issued, and to audit the same and receipt to the Secretary 
for all convention revenues, which revenues are, therefore, not included in the record of 
receipts at the Secretary's office as covered by this report. 

During the remainder of the year, the Secretary has been charged by the Board of 
Trustees and the Board of Directors with the collection of annual dues of active members 
not attending the annual conventions; of enrolment fees and dues of new members 
enroled at other times than during the annual convention; of receipts from the sale of 
back volumes, reports, committee reports, and from all other sources. The revenue 
from these sources is reported by the Secretary to the Treasurer monthly, and all accounts 
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of both Secretary and Treasurer are examined and audited by a certified public 
accountant at the close of each fiscal year.

The aim of the retiring Secretary was to introduce one new policy each year, and so 
far it has not been necessary to back up on any of them. During the first 3rear we estab- 
lisht the N. E. A. Bulletin, During the second year the commercial exhibit was opened 
and we began editing the Proceedings, During the third year, in addition to conducting 
the only international convention having governmental authorization in connection with 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition, a prize-essay contest was inaugurated. During the fourth 
year a campaign was made for establishing a magazine which should ultimately become 
the official organ of the Association. During the fifth year the Journal was actually 
establisht. 

What has been accomplisht during these five years is largely the result of a sympa- 
thetic membership. For the support which was given, the thanks of the Secretary are 
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herewith tendered. The members of the Assodatioii must individiiaDy be the judges 
as to the acceptibility of the service rendered.

Secretary's Ofhce, Washington, D.C, February lo, 1918 
To the Executive Committee of the National Education Association: 

My term of service began September i, 1917. It had been decided in July at the 
Portland meeting to change the headquarters of the National Educaticm Association to 
Washington. The present location, 1400 Massachusetts Avenue, was decided upon early 
in August. The office furniture, equipment, and supplies were shipt from Ann Arbor, 
Mich., during the first week in September, but owing to congested freight conditions did 
not reach Washington until during the last week of September. Owing to the scarcity 
of labor the transfer company was not able to move the goods to 1400 Massachusetts 
Avenue until during the first and second weeks in October. It was almost impossible 
to secure office and other help. About the middle of October we ¥rere fortunate in securing 
the services of Miss Sara J. Davenport, a graduate of Missouri University, vdio had been 
connected with the Bureau of Education for a few years. Soon after we secured other 
competent help. Mrs. Helen Kbcson, who had been Recorder for the National Educatkm 
Association since the time of Secretary Shepard, was on the ground soon after September 
I, and was responsiUe for keeping the work fairly in hand until we had additional help. 
Conditions have gradually improved, tho as long as the war amtinnes its needs properiy 
take precedence over everything else, which means handicap after handicap in the woi^ 
of this office as in the work of the other offices. 

The Executive Committee held a meeting October 22, 19 17, at the new National 
Education Association lieadquarters. Among the items of business transacted were the 
following: giving Mrs. Hixson a substantial increase in salary; arranging to retain 
National Education Association members in military service on our lists without the 
payment of annual dues; authorizing a committee to select a new location for the meeting 
of the Department of Superintendence, owing to crowded conditions in Atlanta, Ga.; 
and authorizing the purchase of necessary furniture for the headquarters. 

Mr. Durand W. S[Minger, notwithstanding his heavy woA as educational director 
at Camp Custer, has taken time to render valuable assistance to the woric of the office by 
promptly answering inquiries, and by making suggestions. It is necessary to consult 
him on many items of busness. Many matters could not be satisfactorily adjusted with> 
out his help. The Secretary and office force appreciate the hdp which Mr. Springer has 
so cheerfully given during the last six months. 

Mrs. Mary C. C. Bradford, president of the National Education Association, made 
the national headquarters a Christmas present of a fine large service flag requesting 
that it be hung prominently at headquarters. This flag, loX 18 feet and containing 756 
stars, is one of the largest service flags in Washington. Arrangements are being made 
for imfurling it on Washington's Birthday as a part of the Washington program for 
that day. 

Seven hundred fifty-six is an estimate of the number of National Education Associa- 
tion members in the Army and Navy. When reports are complete it may be necessary 
to add stars to the flag. The number will certainly go far beyond that estimate in case 
associate members are counted. An effort b now being made to get the names of all our 
members who are in mOitary service, and to see that each one b represented by a star in 
this service flag. 

The recognition given to the National Education Association during the past few 
months by the following departments and organizations is most gratifying to all friends of 
the National Education Association'^ the National Food Administration, the National 
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Fuel Administration, the War Savings Administration, the Liberty Loan Board Adminis- 
tration, the Bureau of Education, all American college and university assodattons, the 
Security League, the National Council of Defense, the League for National Unity, and 
the American Red Cross. Mr. A. £. Vanderlip^s letter expressing the wish of the govern- 
ment that the Atlantic City meeting be held as scheduled, and President Wilson's personal 
statement uiging that nothing interfere with our holding the annual meeting of the 
National Education Association at Pittsbux^gh as planned show, not only the high esteem 
in which the National Education Association is held by the government, but the value 
placed on the work of our associations and of our teachers in doing those things which 
the government considers necessary in order to win the war. 

Just as every school in the country devotes a large share of its energies to carrying 
out the wishes of the government along various lines, so this office has devoted much of its 
energies to war work and war problems. This has been done without adding materially 
to operating expenses. 

It was generally expected that owing to the greatly increast cost of living and other 
discouraging conditions there would be a decrease of 20 or 25 per cent in our active member- 
ship. Instead of this, however, our list of active members is much larger than ever before. 
Eight or ten times as many api^ed for membership during last November and December 
as during November and December of any previous year. It is believed that teachers 
see as never before the need of combined effort in order successfully to protect their own 
personal interests and, what is more important, to promote the interests and ideals of the 
profession. It is believed also that teachers thruout the country have confidence in the 
National Education Association and expect it to have an important part in the recon- 
struction of school methods and policies to meet the new conditions now upon us. 

Permit me to include in this report the following appeals which have been given wide 
circulation by the National Education Association and which have met with an 
enthusiastic response from teachers thruout our coimtry: 

A CALL TO THE COLORS FOR THE TEACHERS OF THE UNITED STATES

To ike School Teachers of the United States: 

You are hereby called to the Colors of the American Republic. The teaching force 
of the United States is summpned to serve andw in the great world-crisis that is at hand. 
The war for human freedom cannot be won unless the army of soldiers of the common good 
— the public-school army — gives the fullest measure of sacrifice and service. Still more 
important, a new and fairer civilization will not take the place of the one that has broken 
down imder the stress of conflict imless the molders of the soul-stuff of the world — teachers 
— dedicate themselves afresh to the mighty task of rebuilding the national institutions 
as an expression of the highest ideal of humanly.

The National Education Association offers every teacher in the land the high privilege 
of participation in this gruit campaign. 

The school orgaxuzation of each state needs your help in this form of character 
education. The President of the United States— -the great teacher of the world— has 
given a new content to the term " Red Cross." Therefore you mav consider that he calls 
you to the Colors in this active service for the children of the world. 

You are hereby called to the Colors by all the great ideals thru which Today b acting 
on Tomorrow to the end that Tomorrow may see the sunrise of a world-life dedicated to 
stnught thinking, hard work, mighty loving. 

You are called to the Colors by the Spirit of America, by the needs of childhood, 
by the Soul of Civilization. Yours is the privilege of sacrificing, serving, and loving. 
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I salute you upon 3rour great opportunity. I thank you for the way in which you 
are certain to rise to its farthest heights. 

Soldiers of the Common Goodl Rebuilders of Civilization! Molders of the Des- 
tiny of the World I Your great task is ready. Assume it. 



JOIN THE JUNIOR RED CROSS— AN APPEAL TO THE BOYS AND GIRLS 

OF AMERICA 

DR. H. N. MACCKACKEN 

It was an American poet, himself of German descent and absolutely loyal to America, 
who addrest a little book to the boys and girls of this land, You Are The Hope of The 
World. That is the exact truth. You are indeed the world's hope for democracy, for 
justice, for international friendship. How can we make you feel this, we older people 
working now to help our nation in our fight for these things ? 

Well, one way is the Junior Red Cross. President Wilson approved it when he issued 
his famous proclamation, September 15, calling to the children of the schools to unite 
imder it for patriotic service. 

During the ten days between Lincoln's and Washington's birthdays, Februaiy^ 12 
to 22, 1918, the American Red Cross is going to summon you, boys and girls of America, 
to respond to President Wilson's call in complete battle-line formation, the battle line of 
the American school. 

The president of the National Education Association has issued a call to the colors 
which we hope will be read by every teacher in the land. Cardinal Gibbons has given 
his full approval to the movement and serves upon our national committee. Many 
others, representing every type of school and every kind of scholar, have joined us in the 
great movement. 

What is the Junior Red Cross ? 

It is a department of the American Red Cross belonging to the school children of 
the United States thru which they can find expression in every form of patriotic service. 
As President Wilson says, "Learn by doing kind things imder your teacher's direction 
to be the future good citizens of this great country which we all love." 

The Junior Red Cross is unity. When a school has once joined the Junior Red 
Cross it can engage in any form of patriotic service which the government has approved. 
It can work for war savinp^; it can plant school gardens; it can engage in salvage work of 
the raw-material board; it can help the Food Administration or the Council of Defense, 
and all the while be acting as a part of the Junior Red Cross, which has agreed to cooperate 
with all these branches of the government work. 

The Junior Red Cross is efficiency. It can provide you boys and girls with work 
to do which will be of real service, with opportunities for work which are practical and 
which lead to definite results, with specifications of articles to make which the Red Cross 
knows to be useful at this time. You can be sure that your money which goes to the Red 
Cross will not be wasted. 

The Junior Red Cross is conservation: Every sweater that you knit, every box that 
you make, is just as truly a piece of conservation as money put in the War Savings or 
Liberty Bonds. You are helping the government by using your school time in helping 
to release other workers in other fields of which the government has need. 

The Junior Red Cross is morale. In joining it you are joining that great army of 
citizens which stands back of the boys at the front. You put courage in their hearts 
and power in their elbows, you make them fed that their country is with them and is 
something to fight for and die for, if need be. 

Can you think of any reason, teachers, and boys, and girls, why you should not join 
the Junior Red Cross ? Then write to the nearest Red Cross Chapter headquarters and 
have your school join the rest. Make our battle cry come true, "Every School a Red 
Cross Auxiliary, a Center of National Service." 

I am just beginning my work as secretary. Little of the work is yet in completed 
form. The report for the year, including the Kansas City and Portland meetings, has 
been given by Mr. Springer. I submit this as an additional part of the report for the year.

At the Boston Convention, July, 1910, a Committee on Articulation of High Schoob 
and Colleges was authorized by a resolution past at the meeting of the Department of 
Secondary Education. A preliminary report was made at San Francbco and appears in 
the proceedings of the Department of Secondary Education. At that meeting the Board 
of Directors voted an appropriation of $300 for the further work of the committee. 

At a meeting of the English section of the Department of Secondary Education, at 
a roimd-table conference of the San Francisco meeting, a Committee on High-School 
Course in English was authorized which was afterward recognized as a committee of the 
Department of Secondary Education. 

Both of these committees reported at the Chicago meeting. The Committee on 
Articulation of High Schoob and Colleges was granted a further appropriation of $300 
by the Board of Directors, and the Conmiittee on High-School Course in English was 
granted an appropriation of $350. Each of these committees made reports at the Salt 
Lake City meeting of the Association. 

At the meeting of the Board of Directors at Salt Lake City, a Commission on the 
Reorganization of Secondary Education was establbht to consbt of fourteen conmiittees 
as follows: (a) The Committee on the Articulation of High Schoob and Colleges, organ- 
ized in 1910-11; (b) The Committee on High-School Course in English, organized in 
1911-12; (c) eleven other committees on various high-school subjects, ten of which were 
organized in 191 2-13; (d) and one Reviewing Committee, composed of the chairmen of 
these committees and not more than ten other members.

As the conunittee did not use the entire amount, the Board of 
Directors at the St. Paul meeting allowed an appropriation of $1000 for this year. Its 
report was publisht by the United States Bureau of Education as Bulletin No. 16, 1914, 
under the title "The Tangible Rewards of Teaching." Another report was printed by 
the United States Bureau of Education as Bulletin No, jr, 1915, under the title "A Com-, 
parative Study of the Salaries of Teachers and School Officers.''
